The heavy storms prevailing in different sec- 
tions of the country have restricted the move- 
ment of goods to a certain extent, though the 
demand for all classes of merchandise is good.

OF THE DEAD. 


The columns of the REPORTER this 
week reflect the sense of sorrow which 
pervades the entire drug trade, and a 
still wider circle of the mercantile and 
social community, for the loss of two 
men who were, during their lives, con- 
spicuous examples of good citizenship. 
William A. Gellatly, managing mem- 
ber of the firm of W. H. Schieffelin & 
Co., died, after a very brief illness, on 
Friday morning last at his residence 
near this city, and on the same day 
Adolph Hallgarten, who for many 
years and until recently was a promi- 
nent figure in the firm of Lanman & 
Kemp, died at a German retreat where 
for some time he had been in quest of 
health. The two men had been con- 
temporaries in business life, and what 
the one was to the jobbing trade, the 
other had been in but little less degree 
to the importing branch of the drug 
business. Both were genial men and 
both were thoroughly popular, It 
seldom occurs that the man of strong 
character passes through the world, 
and especially through a business life, 
without making enemies. But both 
of the men of whom we now write, 
were striking exceptions to this rule. 
Quite different in temperament, they 
still possessed in common the charac- 
teristics that enabled them to wield, 
without offense, the influence which 
springs from an intelligent perception 
of whatever confronted them, anda 





| them, 








strict sense of justice. 
men have exercised similar or greater 
influence, but not without that loss of 


| friendship which is the common mis- 


fortune of power. Many other men 
have been equally popular, but their 
attractive qualities were of the nega- 
tive sort. To have filled so useful and 
conspicuous places as were filled by 
Mr. Gellatly and Mr. Hallgarten, to 
exercise the power they have wielded, 
and todie lamented by all who know 
is the enviable lot of but few 
men. The obvious moral of their lives 
ean, unfortunately, be applied to the 


| lives of few of us, because we are 


hopelessly lacking the combination of 
qualities which lent such happy cir- 
cumstance to the careers of these two 
men. 

The grave has scarcely closed over 
Thomas Reed, a man whose name and 
influence have long been associated 
with the drug trade, even though his 
physical misfortunes robbed his con- 
uection with the trade of much of the 
social fellowship which is every year 
becoming a more marked characteris- 
tic of mercantile intercourse, Turning 
back the hands of time little more 
than a twelve-month,and the names of 
Edward H. Marsh and Lewis Morris are 
added to the necrology of the drug 
trade. And so within a year, death 
has taken from the ranksof this mer- 
cantile community five men who have, 
each in his sphere, performed a work 
that has added luster to the name of 
merchant. The special branch of 
commerce to which they were actively 
devoted has made greater progress be- 
cause of their efforts, and its moral 
status has been benefitted by the in- 
fluence of their lives. At least three 
of these men have been conspicuous in 
the councils of their trade and it is 
noteworthy that the men who with 
them may be said to have led in fram- 
ing the policy which has pervaded the 
drug trade, and to have represented it 
in the world of commerce, have all 
passed the meridian of life.) Those 
who are to fill the places now vacant 
or which the lapse of time is to make 
vacant, are not yet recognized above 
the horizon that marks the average of 
mercantile prominence. That they 
will rise, is as certain as that no va- 
cancy created by death ever remained 
long unfilled, and it is a reflection 
which might well stir the ambition of 
the younger men in the drug trade to- 
day, that its destinies may soon rest 
upon them. But with this reflection 
must come the thought, that the shin- 
ing example of those who have been, 
and those who still are, reckoned as 
its chiefs, while it affords a beacon for 
those who are to succeed them, is also 
the measure of the responsibility that 
must be assumed of carrying forward 
a work that has, thus far, been so well 
done, and of maintaining for the drug 
trade the position it occupies among 
other commercial branches.

THE COTTONSEED POOL. 


Recent developments indicate a 
sharp warfare between the Mississippi 
Valley Cottonseed Association and the 
American Cotton Oil Company. In 
fact, the close competition has already 
assumed the character of a fierce bat- 
tle, with the planters in the rear await- 
ing results. This movement was not 
altogether unexpected on the part of 
the crushers identified with the seed 
pool; they looked for some display of 
a jealous spirit from their rivals, and 
are not surprised over the aggressive 
policy so pronounced in the late 
actions of the American Cotton Oil 
Company. Crushers generally were 
congratulating themselves on the fa- 
vorable indications of a profitable sea- 
son, and by the satisfactory schedule 
of prices adopted by the seed pool, 
every one would have an equal oppor- 
tunity of balancing accounts and 
showing some earnings at the end of 
therun. There was no disturbing ele-

ment until the cotton oil combination 
manifested a desire more fully to occupy 
the field, by an effort to control the seed 
market and prevent other crushers 
from supylying their regular wants ex- 
cept at extremely high prices. War 
against the pool was declared in earn- 
est by circulars being sent to all seed 
stations, offering the best price for all 
available stock. Efforts in this direc- 
tion being frustrated, the cotton oil 
company made overtures to the pool 
demanding 10,000 tons of seed, and 
accompanied by threats to take effect 
if it did not receive the preference. 
The expressed wish has not been 
granted and more trouble is antici- 
pated. 

The seed associationought to be 
strong enough to withstand the attacks 
of all rivals, and in this contest it de- 
volves upon each member of the asso- 
ciation to stand firm and meet the 
clashing of forces with a determina- 
tion to succeed. The American Oil 
Company should be made to realize 
that a combination or pool of the other 
erushersisa factorin the trade,that can 
not be trifled with orignored. We under- 
stand that the seed fight will continue 
solong as the oil combination wishes 
to pursue its course, or until the sup- 
ply of available seed becomes ex- 
hausted. The quantity of seed left to 
battle over must be small, and some 
crushers are supplied with sufficient to 
last them until the end of the season. 
Concerted action is the only way to 
meet these side issues, and it is to be 
hoped that the crushers will realize the 
importance of combining for action 
not only in the present emergency 
but for future seasons also. This at- 
tempted encroachment of the Ameri- 
can Cotton Oil Company should be rig- 
orously resisted; for the movement 
now under way may be insignificant in 
comparison with other schemes plan- 
ned by the opposition for execution 


next year.

COMPLAINTS AGAINST AMERICAN 
PETROLEUM. 

We print, in our correspondence col- 
umns to-day, the first specific charge 
that has been made, so far as we know, 
against American petroleum in Great 
Britain. That product has been con- 
demned, in ‘glittering generalities, ” 
times without number; but there, as 
elsewhere, so many of these complaints 
have been traced directly to the 
emissaries of Russian oil, that there 
has been good ground for believing 
most of them to be fabrications, con- 
ceived and circulated in its interest. 
That every barrel of oil exported from 
America has been faultless, nobody 
has claimed and nobody could expect. 
That, considering the volume of ex- 
ports there has been very trifling cause 
for complaint we have always be- 
lieved, and that the Standard Oil Co. 
or any other refiners, whose profits 
depended upon maintaining an outlet 
for their products, could be so short- 
sighted as to disregard any complaint 
from their customers, we never regarded 
as in accord with’common sense. The 
requirements of the British trade are, 
presumably defined in the legal tests 
prescribed for oil imported into the 
United Kingdom, and to which all oil 
exported from this port to that country, 
is subjected. But in spite of these 
tests, the letter of our correspondents, 
shows that on several occasions, the 
American oil has failed to burn satis- 
factorily. Charges of this sort have 
hitherto been met by American refiners 
with the statement that the defects 
were rather in the lamps and wicks 
than in the oil, and the Standard Oil 
Co., which has investigated the matter 
carefully has furnished ocular evi 
dence, in the shape of lamps and wicks, 
to prove that they are not adapted to 
burn the oil of which complaint has 
been made, but that it will burnin 
lamps permitting a freer flow of the 
oil, Messrs. Meade, King & Robinson 
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state, however, that whenever persis- 
tent complaint has been made by 
British importers, it has been followed 
for a season by an improvement in the 
quality of the oil. That it was per- 
mitted again to degenerate may fairly 
be accepted as evidence that there is 
somewhere a lack of due caution in 
the manufacture of the oil, or of due 
regard for the demands ot British con- 
sumers. Either circumstance would 
be a decidedly unfavorable reflection 
upon the sagacity of the refiners to 
whom the laxity could be charged,and 
it will be interesting to note with 
what form of defense they will meet 
these charges. Meantime, we are in- 
debted to our correspondents for fur- 
nishing specific facts,the publication 
of which certainly ought to serve the 
end at which they, as well as ourselves, 
aim, namely, the furtherance of Amer- 



































































and the probabilities are that the 
Stock Exchange will soon follow suit. 
With petroleum certificates dealt in 
upon four of New York’s biggest and 
most powerful exchanges, the oil trade 
in general cannot but be benefitted. 
There isn’t a better article of specula- 
tive commodity upon the face of this 
earth than petroleum. New York is 
and always has been the head and 
front of the speculative world, in 
everything except petroleum. The 
time is now not far distant when it 
will make the petroleum market, 
which at present seems to have its 
head centre in Oil City.

ee and they seem toentertain the opinion 


that the present position of the article, 
justifies much higher prices. The 
speculative feeling is not so strong, 
however, as previous efforts to concen- 
trate spot stocks proved abortive, by 
reason of the firm views of importers. 
Stocks of picked gums cannot be re- 
placed at current rates, and as the 
supply here will not last more than a 
few months if the consumptive wants 
are up to the average, with Trieste, 
Liverpool and London bare of stock, 
some parties seem confident of realiz- 
ing a margin on current values. Sorts 
are also in limited supply on the dif- 
ferent markets, Trieste having but 300 
bales, and Liverpool and London 1,200 
bales between them. 

The slow means of transportation 
from the sources of supply, leaves the 
matter of replenishing depleted stocks 
an uncertainty. It requires two 
months to traverse one hundred miles 
overland, and as Cairo is 2,000 miles 
from the main source of supply, the 
true situation of affairs is made appar- 
ent. The limited wants of consump- 
tion have been the only bear element in 
the market. An active demand would 
have an important effect upon values, 
but very little encouragement is to be 
derived fro1n this source. Consumers 
are curtailing their wants in the hope 
of being favored later on, and in some 
instances, efforts are being made to use 
substitutes. No material change 
in the arabic market is anticipated, 
while the present dull business aspect 
prevails. 


THE CRAZE FOR STOCK AND 
PETROLEUM SPECULATION. 

The action of the New York Mining 
Stock and National Petroleum Ex- 
change, in listing all active railroad 
stocks, has caused the heart of the 
Broad and New street concern to pal- 
pitate with feverish anxiety. The 
Mining Exchange, until recently, has 
been regarded as an annex, or at least 
as an auxillary of the big Stock Ex- 
change. When the subject of listing 
stocks was broached some time ago, it 
found the majority of the members of 
the Mining Exchange in favor of the 
scheme. 

Then the constitution was amended 
and the first step towards speculation 
in seductive railroad stocks taken. Up 
to this time the Stock Exchange which 
had noticed with darkening brows, the 
success of the stock department on the 
New York Petroleum Exchange and 
Stock Board, had not paid any partic- 
ular attention to its petroleum rivals. 
The action of its auxillary, as it were, 
in amending its constitution, caused it 
to shake off its feeling of dignity, 
which prior to this had kept it from 
interfering. The decks were at once 
cleared for decisive action. The war 
was opened with a charge of grape and 
cannister. The stock tickers were 
ordered removed from the New York 
Petroleum Exchange & Stock Board 
and all telephone connections between 
the two boards were ordered cut off. 
Members of the Stock Board, who also 


held memberships in the “lower 

board,” were ordered to withdraw 

under pain of expulsion. In the mean- THE ADVANCING TENDENCY OF

time the stock business at the Petro- 
leum Exchange received a new impe- 
tus. Despite the action of its big rival 
the“lowertboard,”’continued to flourish 
and manifested every indication of 
living to a ripe old age. 

This state of affairs encouraged the 
members of the Mining Board and 
they determined not to be outdone by 
their lively down-tewn rivals. Last 
Friday, without any preliminary flour- 
ish of trumpets, the “upper board” 
launched itself upon the broad and 
tempestuous sea of railroad stock spec- 
luation. It was after the witching 
noon hour that President Wilson called 
his flock together and imparted the 
agreeable information, that henceforth 
the Mining Board would list all active 
railroad stocks. In less than three 
hours over 15,000 shares of stock were 
sold. 

Over across New street the news was 
received by the officers of the Stock 
Exchange with blanched and whiten- 
ing faces. A special meeting of the 
governing committee was called and 
the 240 or more members who hold 
seats in the Mining Board, were 
ordered to resign or else suffer the pen- 
ality of expulsion. 

At this writing the stock business is 
booming at both of the Petroleum Ex- 
changes, the Produce Exchange has 
commenced to list pipe line certificates, 


The developments of the past three 
weeksin the brimstone market, have 
stiffened the prices forthat article and 
furnished a good basis for speculative 
operations abroad. The primary 
cause of the upward tendency is attrib- 
uted to the scarcity of freights at the 
source of supply. A private letter 
from Sicily, states that two of the 
regular steamers doing an American 
trade have been chartered by the Ital- 
ian Government, and this has caused 
an important advance in freights. 
The rates asked by other lines are con- 
sidered too high for business, and 
shipments for the moment have ceased. 
The circumstances were so favorable 
for a realization of better values, that 
a combination of capitalists stepped in 
to manipulate the market. A strong 
speculative feeling is reported from 
Sicily, with prices advancing. This 
market has sympathized to some ex- 
tent, and being bare of stock with an 
important short interest to be sup- 
plied, the indications rather favor 
holders of stock to arrive. For brim- 
stone on the only two steamers enroute, 
twenty-four and a half dollars are de- 
manded. The market is firmer for 
later shipments, and quoted at an 
advance of from twenty-five to fifty 
cents, according to the improvement 
in the Sicily market, 





The annual statistics of brimstone 
will be of interest in this connection, 
and we give below the most important 
figures for the last four years, as taken 
from the circular of Otto G. Mayer, of 
this city, showing the movement from 
Sicily. The total shipments to all 
ports from January to December, 1884, 
amounted to 314,058 tons, against 
335,392 in 1883, and 290,527 in 1882 and 
278,820 tons in 1881. The United States 
received less in 1884 than during the 
three previous years, the total for 1884 
being 94,929 tons, in comparison with, 
96,629 for 1883, 96,550 for 1882 and 105,- 
165 tons for 1881. The shipments to 
New York last year were larger than 
the previous twelve months, showing 
46,460 tons for the first named period 
and 41,288 for 1883. In 1882 this port 
received 51,593 tons and in 1881, 52,736 
tons. Philadelphia required 3,889 tons 
less last year than in 1883, but 1,793 tons 
more than 1882, and an increase of 
5,153 tons over 1881. Baltimore re- 
ceived 13,986 tons in 1884, 16,175 in 1853, 
12,237 during 1882 and 13,998 in 1881. 
Considerable more seconds went into 
consumption in the Unfted States last 
year, than thirds, and over four thou- 
sand tons more than 1883, the figures 
being 59,421 tons of seconds in 1884, 
against 55,193 in 1883, and 35,508 tons 


of thirds in 1884, in comparison with 
41.436 tons in 1883. 


The demands for 
thirds in Philadelphia during both 
years were largely in excess of the 


movement in seconds, while the statis— 


ties from Baltimore show very little 
eall for thirds and a decreased busi- 
ness in seconds during 1884, as com- 
pared with 1883: The Boston trade in 
brimstone was exclusively confined to 
thirds in 1884, only twenty-three tons 
being received at that port during the 
past twelve months, while the arrivals 


of thirds aggregated 4,700 tons, against 


5,864 tons in 1883. 

The available supply in Sicily is the 
largest recorded for some years. At 
the close of 1884 the stock was placed 
at 184,500 tons. and the previous year 
at 133,307 tons, while 1882 showed 139,- 
639 tons, and 1881 the decreased 
amount of 106,577 tons. It will thus 
be seen that there is an abundance of 
stocks at the source of supply to draw 
from, and were it not for the scarcity 
of freights, the markets would natural- 
ly take a contrary course. 


FEMALE COMMERCIAL TRAVEL- 
ERS. 

The latest innovation in the com- 
mercial line is the introduction of 
young women as solicitors of business 
on the road. The custom originated 
in England, and it has an amusing 
side to it. A London correspondent is 
authority for the statement that 
“English drummers, having been bad- 
ly bitten by the depression in trade, 
are further exasperated by the compe- 
tition of women, who, for the first 
time in England, now advertise and 
are advertised for as traveling agents 
for mercantile business.” 


A woman may possess the qualifica- 
tions for a book agent, or as a peddler 
of nick-nacks to persons of her own 
sex, but when it comes to the hard 
work of a determined, persevering and 
successful traveling agent for a large 
and reputable house, her physical and 
social weaknesses disqualify her for 
the important position. No doubt, 
some representatives of the gentler sex 
who entertain masculine ideas of 
woman suffrage, believe they would 
not be stepping out of their sphere to 
goon the road as one of the “boys,” 
and drum up business while mas- 
querading in ‘“‘bloomer” costume. Dr. 
Mary Walker, of national fame, might 
be prevailed upon to give her services 
to advance the road interests of a 
house; and if the woods were searched 
many others of like character could be 
found. There would be acuriosity to 
know how female commercial travel- 
ers performed the daily routine of 
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“setting it up,” and being a “hail fel- 
low well met” generally; how they 
would get ahead of the railroads by 
patronizing ticket scalpers, and abus- 
ing the baggage smashers; whether 
the gentle female drummer could spin 
a yarn and enjoy a good smoke to 
drive away dullcare. There is a sus- 
picion that a faint heart would not 
control much business, when certain 
methods for the entertainment of cus- 
tomers had to be pursued. It is not 
necessary for aman to degrade himself 
in order to be a successful merchant 
traveler, but everyone is open to 
temptation which some avoid and 
others do not, and for this reason the 
natural modesty of womankind ought 
to find employment in other channels, 
A man is better fitted to meet the argu- 
ments from competitive sources, to 
make known his business in a business- 
like manner and to engage in the com- 
mercial gossip of the day. 

The subject is really too ridiculous 
to receive serious consideration, and 
we are led to believe that the informa- 
tion from England is the product of a 
press correspondent's fertile imagina- 
tion. 





TRADE ITEMS. 


The Western Flint Bottle Association will 
meet in Cincinnati on March 3, 

There were 273 failures in the United States 
during the past week, as compared with 330 in 
the preceding week. 

Mr. C. F.G. Meyer, of St. Louis, was in town ~* 
on Monday, having come on to attend the fu- 
neral of Mr. Gellatly, 

The Bienville Cottonseed Oil Mill state that 
they have no connection with the American 
Cottonseed Oil Company. 

There was an explosiun at the Ohio Powder 
Works, in Youngstown, Ohio on Friday, de- 
stroying half of the building. 

General traffic has been again greatly inter- 
rupted at the west by the severe cold weather 
and snows which have prevailed. 

The varnish factory of John Leandean, at 
New Haven, Conn., was partially destroyed by 
fire last week, entailing a loss of $7.000. 

The drug house of Cyrus Alsdorf & Son, Lans- 
ing, Mich., was damaged by fire last week to 
the extent ef $12,000; insurance $9,000. 

The Crystal Plate Glass Company, of St. 
Louis, has been awarded the contract on glass 
work for the court-house, etc., at Jackson 
Miss. 

The Belgian Consul at Quebec has gent a 
warning report to glassworkers in Belgium 
about entering into engagement with American 
manufacturers, 

The new flint glass factory of King, Son & 
Co., at Pittsburg, Pa., started up on Monday, 
giving employment to over 250 men. Natural 
gas will be used exclusively. 

Bricks are now made of cork refuse. They 
are used in building owing to their lightness 
and isolating properties, and as a covering for 
boilers to prevent the radiation of heat. 

“The increase in the tax upon patent medi- 
cines in Japau is producing a marked effect 
upon the quantity of drugs and chemicals im- 
ported into that country, says a foreign ex- 
change. 

The Sumner Glass Works, Sharpsburg, Pa., 
formerly the West Penn, but entirely rebuilt 
and remodeled, commenced to blow glass on 
Monday last. All the blowers are stockholders 
in the concern. 

The Chinese are said to make varnish by 
beating together fresh blood with quicklime, 
which is extensively used as a coating for 
wooden articles which they wish to make com- 
pletely watertight. 

The warehouse and office of the Richmond 
Brothers’ paper mill at Appleton, Wis., were 
burned last week, together with all their con- 
tents, including 70 tons of paper. The loss is 
$10,000; insurance, $9,200. 

The annual supply of eggs in the United 
States is placed at 500,000,000 dozen, which, at 
sixteen cents a dozen (the price at which 
foreign eggs can be laid down in New York), 
would be worth $80,0( 0,000. 

A German paper-trade journal says that a 
water-proof paper which will shiue in the dark 
can be made of 40 parts paper stock, 10 parts 
phosphorescent powder, 10 parts water, 1 part 
gelatine and 1 part bichromate of potash. 

Mr. M. H. Dingee, ef the lubricating oil firm 
of M. H. Dingee & Co., is expected to return 
this week from an extended tour through 
Florida and other parts of the South, where he 
has been absent four weeks on business. 

Mr. A. Bernhard, of the firm of Leber & Bern- 
hard, importers of this city, has been absent 
from his office for a week. Upon his return in 
a few days from a distant city, congratulations 
will be in order, as he has taken a partner to 
share his domestic joys, 
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Mr. A. F. Braidich, of the gum importing 
firm of Thurston & Braidich, of this city, re- 
turned home last week on the steamer Fulda 
from a six month’s sojourn at Trieste. He was 
favored with good health during the trip and 
returns much benefitted. 


Fire broke out on Saturday night in the 
Woolson Spice Company’s mill at Toledo, O., 
and the building was damaged to the extent 
of $5.000. The stock and machinery, valued 
at $20,000, were destroyed. The insurance on 
stock and machinery is $10,000. 


Dr. Henry T, Hembold, released a few days 
since from the Norristown Insane Asylum, 
complains bitterly of his treatment in that in- 
stitution. He wasin New York on Saturday 
and proposes to re-establish his business here 
and bring his family to reside. 

At a meeting of manufacturers of proprietary 
medicines in Philadelphia last week, it was de- 
cided to suspend the operation of the Campion 
Plan. The association was not dissolved, but 
holds itself in readiness to consider any other 
Plan that may be suggested. 

C. H. Ward & Co., wholesale druggists of Des 
Moines, Iowa, have assigned to A. H. Miles, 
first giving a chattel mortgage to the Valley 
National Bank for $10,000. The liabilities will 
reach $40,000, and the assets are thought to be 
as much, but will probably shrink. 

At the request of a number of citizens, E. 8S. 
Bussing, jr., of Brooklyn, has forwarded to 
Assemblyman Heath the draft of a bill designed 
to suppress the sale of liquor by drug-dealers 
to be drank in their stores, except upon phy- 
sicians’ prescriptions. The penalty fixed is a 
fine of $50. 

A new glass works is about completed at 
Saltsburg, Indiana Co., Pa., on the line of the 
Western Pennsylvania R. R. It contains a tank 
furnace, and will be operated on black glass. 
A mineral found there is used as a substitute 
for sand and it is claimed that the resulting 
gisss will be entirely opaque. 


The French army has been experimenting 
upon the food of the horses. They report that 
adiet of oats mixed with cocoanut-meal re- 
sulted splendidly. The horses were not only 
speedily improved in condition, but the re- 
duction in the cost of horse-keep amounted to 
60 francs each horse per annum. 


The settlement of affairs at the Mullaly Mill, 
Memphis, caused some trouble among certain 
members of the seed pool, which we learn has 
been amicably settled. It is understood that 
the troubl® arose from the fact that the Mullaly 
mill being an outside concern was largely in- 
debted to a member of the pool. 


The Oakland (Cal.) Glass Works have pur- 
chased 5244 acres along the beach, south of the 
Canada Honda and Pescadero rancho (Murphys) 
near Monterey. It has been discovered that 
the sea sand thrown up there is of singular 
purity and adapted to the uses of the glass 
works. The sum paid was $12,500. 


It is intimated that the certificates of the 
Produce and Commercial Exchanges in Boston 
are being bought on speculation in view of the 
approaching consolidation of the two bodies. 
A few of the certificates of the Commercial 
Exchange can be picked up for $1£0, and it is 
predicted that they will be worth $500 within 
two years. 


Mr. Moses Sweetzer, of Parkersburg, who has 
done as much as any other man to popularize 
mineral oils with the railroad trade, and has 
reaped less benefit from his labor was in town 
last week. Hecan offer some tempting induce- 
ments to active men with capital, in the devel- 
opment of the refining interests of Ohio and 
Weat Virginia. 


The large bark, sumac, and grist milis of 
Jobn T. McKenna, in New Canton, Buckingham 
County, Va., together with many thousand 
pounds of ground bark and sumac, and 1,500 
cords of stick bark, were destroyed by fire last 
week. Loss, $15,000; insurance nominal. Mr. 
McKenna was about commencing to fill large 
orders from the North. 


The Catawba Oil Company, of Chester, 8. C. 
filed a bill in the Chancery Court of Memphis 
against John D. Milburn, of the Milburn Iron 
Works, claiming $37,000 damages. The plaintiffs 
claim that they purchased machinery from the 
defendants which proved defective and was 
not as represented, and that their business 
suffered to the extent of the amount named. 


With the assistance of the Japanese Govern- 
ment a company has been formed at Tokio for 
manufacturing upon an extensive scale chemi- 
cals and pharmaceutical preparations. The 
capital of the company is £40,000, of which the 
Government lends one-half, which is to be free 
of interest for twenty years. The company 
has also received a free grant of land, and had 
the necessary buildings erected for it, at the 
expense of the Government.

Judge Brown, of the United States District 
Court, handed down an opinion in the case of 
William R. Grace and others againgt the bark 
Chasca. The libellants sued to : cover the 





value of 200 tons of nitrate of soda, part of the 
bark’s cargo, on a voyage from Pisagua, Chili, 
to Hampton Roads, in the summer of 1883. The 
vessel encountered heavy weather and shipped 
a@ great many seas, and the water, getting into 
the hold, dissolved the nitrate uf soda. The 
Court held that the bark was not liable and 
dismissed the suit with costs. 


Information has been received of the wreck- 
ing of the British steamship Acorn, which 
cleared New York for Laguna on January 3d, 
with 200 cases refined petroleum, 20 drums 
caustic soda, 10 bbls cement, 20 bbls tar, 10 bbis 
pitch, 10,169 pounds of tallow and 100 bbls soap 
stock, besides a general cargo. The Acorn ran 
ashore on the night of the 8th inst., andina 
short time her sternpost was knocked out and 
the vessel bilged, filling with water to the 
deck. The Pocohontas brought the crew to 
Key West and lert wreckers in charge of two 
mates saving the cargo. The grain will all be 
ruined by water, but some lard and oil will 
probably be saved. 


In a lengthy editorial on undervaluations, 
the Boston Post closes its remarks as follows: 
“Now is this undervaluation dishonest? Yes, 
but the whole thing is dishonest. The enor- 
mous duties are nothing but robbery. The 
government is dishonest in its prescribed man- 
ner of requiring the entry to be made, and the 
importer of foreign manufactures is dishonest 
in his invoice. But which is the more dishonest 
we do not care to say. All we know is this: 
It does not cheat the government of the total 
amount of revenue; as more is imported, and 
the people get the benefit of the reduction in 
prices.” 


The leading manufacturing firms in 
the glucose business have issued a 
circular, in which they say that 


about $10,000,000 of capital is invested in their 
business in the United States; it employs 4,575 
workmen, who are yearly paid $2,058,750 in 
wages; consumes $13,703,000 worth of raw and 
manufactured material yearly, and in the same 
time yields a product worth $18,270,000. Each 
year there can be made about 610,000,000 Ds. of 
of the corn sugar, and 61,000 bushels of corn 
used daily, each bushel giving 32 Ds. ot glucose. 
The glucose sugar can be made with profit, 
it is said, at 2 cents a pound, and the higher 
the price of other sugar, the larger will be the 
demand for glucose with which to adulterate it. 


In a report upon the subject of food adultera- 
tion made to the New York State Board of 
Health by Profs. Chandler and Love,it is stated 
that of 27 samples of cream of tartar bought 
from dealers as pure 16 were adulterated with 
various substances from 3 to 93 per cent., while 
of the remainder all contained tartrate of lime, 
some as high as 1059 per cent. The amount of 
cream of tartar used in this country in a year 
in baking powder and otherwise in the prepara- 
tion of food is estimated at 10,000,000 pounds. 
The new process by which cream of tartar is 
produced 100 per cent. pure—that is, with the 
lime totally eliminated—by treating the crude 
material under pressure instead of using any 
chemicals whatever for the purpose, was the 
discovery originally of a German chemist, but 
hae been developed and perfected by the Royal 
Baking Powder Company. 


OBITUARY. 





ADOLPH HALLGARTEN; 

The sad news was communicated by cable on 
Saturday, that Mr. Adolph Hallgarten had died 
in Wiesbaden, Germany, where he had been re- 
siding since 1882 in the hope of improving his 
health. The deceased gentleman had a very in- 
teresting life history. He came to this country 
from Germany in 1851 at the age of 14 years, 
and having a good knowledge of chemistry, he 
applied toa retail drug store on Broadway, 
owned by C. V, Clickner & Co., for a position. 
He was engaged and continued to serveasa 
boy-of-all work for three years. His ambi- 
tious disposition directed his mind to more im- 
portant channels of usefulness. Becoming dis- 
satistied withthe retail business, young Hali- 
garten concluded to change, but no opportu- 
nity presented itself. He did not wait for 
something to turn up, but presented himself at 
the wholesale drug house of Messrs. Lanman 
& Kemp, now importers of drugs, and asked 
for employment in their establishment. He 
was a perfect stranger to both members of the 
firm, but his bright appearance made a very 
favorable impression on Mr. Geo. Kemp, and 
by his expressed desire to give the boy a trial, 
the firm engaged him. The change proved the 
most fortunate undertaking of his life, asevery 
step has been marked with success. Installed 
first as clerk in the largeand influential house, 
he rose rapidly in the esteem of bis employers. 
By diligent work and thorough honesty of pur- 
pose, which always remained a prominent 
characteristic of Mr. Hallgarten’s career, he 
was promoted tothe highest position and fin- 
ally became a partner in 1873. Afternine years 
of active service he severed his connection with 
the firm and left this country in 1882 to seek 
rest and recovery of his health, but repeated 
strokes of apoplexy finally led to his death at 
the age of 48 years. His legion of friends ad- 
mired him for his genial spirits and his many 
excellent qualities, particularly for his charit- 
able disposition, which led him to accept the 
responsible position as president of the Mount 
Sinai Hospital. Mr. Hallgarten leaves a wife, 
ason of 17 and two daughters of 14 and 10 re- 
spectively, all of whom were with him at the 
time of his death. 


His great aim in life was to befriend those in 
distress,and it was generally his custom to 
leave money with some near friend to distrib- 
ute to those in need, before departing ona 
trip. He sought out cases of this character 
when at home and no one seeking alms ever 
left his benevolent presence without receiving 
some token of his generosity. The demands 
upon his purse were heavy at times, but he al- 
ways cheerfully gave to charitable institutions, 
churches, friends and others without anyone 
being the wiser except his private banker. The 
remarkable success achieved by the house of 
Lanman & Kemp, gave Mr. Haligarten a large 
competence with which to live out the remain- 
der of his days, and a fortune of one million 
dollars is left to his bereaved family. In acon- 
versation with the writer, Mr. Edward Kemp 
feelingly referred to his late partner, and said 
words could not estimate his true worth asa 
business man and a citizen, His upright char- 
acter, indomitable energy and rare ability, 
made his services invaluable to any commer- 
cial interest, while his genial disposition and 
charitable acts, together with muny other no- 
ble traits, made him beloved by every one, 





HIRAM E. GORDON. 

Hiram E. Gordon, senior member of the firm 
of H. E. Gordon & Son, proprietors of the Sa- 
lem, Mass., Dye House, died on Tuesday even- 
ing from paralysis at his homein Boston. He 
had been engaged in the dyeing business many 
years, having been long attached to Role’s Sa- 
lem Dye House, which he subsequently pur- 
chased. He was about 65 years of age. 





RICHARD H. RICKARD. 


Richard H. Rickard, of Stanford, Conn,, and 
doing business in this city at No. 32 Pine street, 
died at his home Saturday after an illness of 
about five weeks. Mr. Rickard was born in 
Cornwall, England, in 1828. He came to this 
country about thirty years ago. He was a mem- 
ber and one of the originators of the Mining 
and Petroleum Exchange.

Specific Charges Against American 
Petroleum. 


LIVERPOOL, Jan. 28, 1885. 
Editor O11, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER: 

Inarecent issue of your excellent journal 
you did us the honor to quote at length a let- 
ter which we addressed to a trade journal in 
this country, on the subject of the inferior 
burning quality of petroleum oil shipped to 
this port under the “Royal Daylight’ brand. 
We think it of great importance that those in- 
terested in the trade in America should be fully 
cognizant with the state of opinion on this 
subje in J j: gland. We have therefore 
thought it dvisable to lay before you as 
briefly as possible our views, in addition to the 
ordinary trade correspondence which has al- 
ready passed and is passing to and from ship- 
pers in New York and importers here, First 
let us say that we have been engaged for 18 
years in the distribution mainly of American 
petroleum products, that these form by far the 
greater portion of our business and by associa- 
tion and connection as well as by strong incli- 
nation, we are much more willing to favor 
American products than those of any other 
country. We believe that this feeling is very 
largely shared by those in business in petrole- 
um oil in Liverpool, and certainly every Eng- 
lishman is much more likely to prefer in every 
way to do business with a free people speaking 
the same language and bound to him by so 
many ties, than with an alien race under ater 
rible despotism—a nation of tyrants and slaves 
=We would therefore beg you to dismiss from 
your mind all idea of Russian intrigue, for 
which there is really no foundation in this mat- 
ter We are sorry to find that the disease 
called * Russophobia’, from which we in Eng- 
land suffered a few years ago, has apparentiy 
found a home on your side of the Atlantic, or 
at any rate a temporary lodgment in your col- 
umns. 

The facts are (as far as Liverpool is con- 
cerned) simply these; That several cargoes of 
oil branded Royal Daylight Oil, shipped during 
the autumns of 1883 and 1884, when burnt in 
the ordinary lamps inthe usual way gave very 
unsatisfactory results, in the great majority of 
cases the verdict being onejand the same, that 
after burning 4 very short time the flame 
drops and gradually gets lower until sometime 
before all the oil is burnt the light goes out. 
Strong representations were sent out in 1883 to 
America, and the oil coming forward after 
these complaints had been received turned out 
Liuch better, and when burnt under the same 
conditions exactly gave satisfactory results. 
We were assured that we should have no more 
trouble in this matter, but in the autumn of 
last year the same kind of oil was again sent 
over here under the same well known brand, 
and the annoyance caused by this, the trouble 
and loss, in many cases the entire stoppage of 
trade in American petroleum and the substitu- 
tion of Scotch paraffine (particularly in Man- 
chester) cannot be at all adequately expressed, 
eyen if we were to write several columns to 
you. The names of the vessels bringing the 
inferior oil are as follows:

A large part of this latter cargo having been 
consumed during the hot months, the quality 
was not so much noticed. If you desired it we 
could find you shoals of letters and plenty of 
evidence as to the inferior quality of the oil 
contained in these ships, 

Now, is it not fair to ask why has this class of 
oil beea shipped here under the name of a 
brand which has always had for yearsa de- 
servedly high reputation without notice of any 
kind? 

It is said thatit is not the fault of the oil; it is 
in the lamps and wicks in use in this country. 
These lamps and wicks are the same that have 
been in use in this country for years; they are 
still in use, and since the arrival of the cargoes 
above mentioned, we have imported into Liv- 
erpoo! 90,000 barrels, any of which, burnt in the 
same lamps and wicks, have given satisfactory 
results. The lamps and wicks remain the same. 
The oil distinctly varies and the singular fact 
is, that directly the compluints are mado, the 
oil improves; when the complaints are hushed 
and all is quiet again, the inferior oil makes its 
appearance. 

No doubt, with expensive apparatus it is 
possibleto burn even lubricating oil; butif 
petroleum oil is to continue to be largely con- 
sumed, it must be a poor man’s light, and if it 
ceases to be a light it must neeessarily cease to 
be used; a result we should very seriously de- 
plore, and so, we suppose, would all those 
interested in the trade in America. 

There is no doubt about it that American re- 
finers can, if they choo e, send over here a bet- 
ter article than either Russian or Scotch manu- 
facturers can make at a cheaper price. ‘his is 
what they are doing now, and can hold the 
trade as they have helditfor years and years 
tocome. Then why endanger so strong a pos- 
ition by sending over, under the best known 
and dearest brand, an oil that will not compare 
with either in the principal point of all burning 
power. 

Tf an inferior productis produced and mus 
be disposed of, why not offer it under anothe 
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name and at another price, so that buyers on 
this side would know what to expect. 

We must apologize for the length of this 
letter, but it has been our desire to impress 
upon you the extreme importance of this 
question, in which we are only too anxious to 
see the American side if we can as well as the 
English, and we are very truly yours,

The Business Ontlook. 


NEw YORK, Feb. 13, 1885. 
Editor Oru, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER. 

I noticed that all your market reports in the 
last issue indicated an improvement in trade 
and prices, with one exception. This empha- 
sizes the fact, now so apparent, that the com- 
mercial interests of the country are steadily 
improving, and the press can assist the upward 
-movement by directing attention to the favor- 
able indications which exist on every hand, 
One of the most promising signs can be found 
in the large orders received by manufacturing 
concerns, and the additions made to the usual 
force of employes. Since January 1, ninety 
large manufacturirg enterprises have resumed 
work, giving employment to 90,000 operatives, 
and it is estimated that fully 10,000 hands are 
employed by the smaller works that have 
started up. During the last two weeks twenty- 
one other concerns have resumed, some after 
an idleness of afew weeks and some after an 
idleness of months, thus still further brigbten- 
ing the outlook for business 

The railroads are also u good barometer. Of 
thirty-nine roads, whose comparative earnings 
fer the second week in January are published, 
twenty-eight report an increase over the same 
period in 1884. Some of the heavies. increases 
are reported by important Western roads, 
which during the latter months of 1884 showed 
‘arge decreases compared with the previous 
year. Grain is now moving in large quantities. 

At present, when we read of mills beginning 
work again, after enforced rests of several 
months’ duration, and note the constant up- 
ward tendency of prices, there is indisputable 
evidence that we have seen the bottom of the 
depression and can now look forward to a 
more prosperous condition of things. The in- 
crease of eight per cent in the price of nails 
and the starting up of the naii mills that have 
been idle mean that more building is to be 
done; and increased activity in building means 
a greater employment of labor, more money to 
spend by the workmen, a consequent increased 
sale of goods and a better feeling all along the 
line. There are no broadly marked indications 
of a longed-for revival, but there is a general 
feeling of confidence in business communities 
everywhere that indicates the coming stir in 
trade. In some lines it cannot be much longer 
delayed. Therefore our wholesale men are 
busily engaged in making preparations to meet 
the demands that will shortly be made for their 
goods. The above facts are furnished that 
others may be encouraged. 8. T.

PETROLEUM NOTES. 


Several of the Thorn creek wells are nearing 
the interesting point. 

Monday’s great wind storm leveled scores of 
derricks in the oil regions. 

Yesterday the Produce Exchange began to 
deal in petroleum certificates. 

Mr. Thomas B. Porteus, a member of the Oil 
City Oil Exchange, died last week, 

Messrs. Alva A. Pearsall and George V. 
Smith have been elected members of the New 
York Petroleum Exchange and Stocx Board. 

Boyd & Co.’s dry hole on the Maharg farm in 
Butler county, is being tested by the National 
Transit Company, for gas, and is pumping a 
little oil from the hundred foot sand. 

Abeut twenty new rigs sre to be erected in 
various parts of the Thorn Creek field during 
the next two weeks. When the snow leavesthe 
ground operations in Butier County will fairly 
boom, 








The Standard Nailand Iron Co., of Clifton, 
O., is drilling for gas on its premises. The well 
has been drilled to the depth of 1,750 feet, with- 
out striking gas. It will probably be drilled 
deeper. 

Mr. R. W. Carroll, of Bradford, Pa., son of 
Mr. Reuben Carroll, a noted oil man, was 
in town last week. Mr. Carroll is inter- 
ested in wildcat ventures now being drilled in 
Bradford County. 

Last Saturday there was filed in the County 
Clerk’s office, at Buffalo, N. Y., the deed which 
conveyed the property of the defunct Solar Oil 
Company to the Atlas Refining Company. The 
price paid by the Standard for the Solar works 
is officially put at $50,000. 

McBride City, the newest oil town in the 
Thorn Creek field, is booming and growing up 
rapidly. It is already one of the liveliest and 
toughest towns in the region. Nearly every 
other house is a saloon and carries on a big 
liquor business without the necessary license. 

The New York Mining and National Petro- 
leum Exchange has elected the following new 
members: E. Leavey. W. E. Bond, N. Frichten- 
burg, Charles Chute, M. C. Dougherty, J. F.

Petroleum as a fuel bas been experimented 
with for several days past on a freight boat at 
Oakland. Cal. The experiments thus far have 
been eminently successful, and the steam pro- 
ducing properties of the fuel satisfactorily 
demonstrated. Several economic questions in 
relation to its use, however, remain to be de- 
cided, 

There is an unusual amount of activity 
among the Standard o1l1 company’s refineries 
and it is thought in many quarters that the 
Standard is of the opinion that crude petrote- 
um is cheap at present prices, and the differ- 
ences between crude and refined justifies them 
in working the refineries for all they are worth. 
— Blizzard. 

It is now claimed that the parties who leased 
two-thirds of the farms in Erie County,N.Y, 
do not expect to strike oil. Gas is what they 
areafter. If gas is found it will be piped to 
Buffalo, and the Queen City furnished with a 
cheap fuel and illuminant. However, if oil is 
found, which hardly seems probable, the pro- 
spectors will be just as thankful. 

Senator Emery’s bill, recently introduced In 
the Pennsylvania Legisiature, to prevent will- 
ful and malicious injury to oil, gas or water 
wells, tanks, pipes and machinery connected 
therewith, imposing a penalty of both fine and 
imprisonment upen parties convicted of so do- 
ing, has been so amended as to leave the pune 
ishment discretionary with the court. The bill 
has passed the senate finally. 


Enginering says that a cistern or tank 
steamer is building in Sweden for the Black Sea 
Steam Navigation Company, to carry 1,500 tons 
of petroleum in bulk atatrip. The vessel will 
cost about $150,000. This steamer is to carry 
oils from Batoum to Odessa, where large reser- 
voirs and a pumping station are about to be 
erected. The steamer will also run to Smyrna, 
where reservoirs to hold 10,000 tons of oil are 
constructing. 


The Gantz, nicknamed the *“‘Goose”’ well by 
the scouts, is being rigged up as a pumper. 
There is some oil in Washington County, but it 
is safe to predict that the field will not be de- 
veloped while oil sells below one dollar. A 
scout, who is fond of statistics, reports that the 
hole is 2,200 feet deep and 544 inches in diam- 
eter. The pressure at the bottom is 742.85 
pounds to the square inch. One gallon of the 
oil weighs six and one-half pounds, 


The bulls tell us Saturday's shuffie was only a 
forerunner of what we are to expect before 
the roses come again. They say they only 
wanted to twist the bears a little to see how 
much they were loaded. People in the region 
are in that peculiar condition they do not care 
how many ‘ twisters” are inaugurated. They 
want oil to sell in the neighborhood of a dollar 
a barrel,a price at which everybody can be 
happy.—Bradford Era. 

Mr. C. W. Scofield, of Jamestown, N. Y., is 
and has been for some time past the largest 
and heaviest individual operator in the Brad- 
ford field. He bas an abiding faith in the black 
sand-pools of McKean county, Recently he 
purchased from the McCalmont Oil Company, 
106 producing wells, all located within a few 
miles of Bradford. The price paid was $65,000, 
Mr. Scofield now owns an undivided interest in 
240 producing wells. 


For ascertaining whether a sample of petro- 
leum is sufficiently volatile to be dangerous, 
Herr Montag points out a very simple and 
conclusive method. He fills a glass three.parts 
full with the petroleum to be tested, and fills 
up the glass with boiling water, at the same 
time holding a flame over it. If the vapor dis- 
engaged becomes ignited, the petroleum should 
not be considered a safe liquid to leave exposed 
to the atmosphere. 


It has become so now whenever a derrick is 
erected in any part of the country, the neigh- 
boring papers at once announce that experi- 
enced oil men say the prospects for oil are ex- 
cellent, and every one begins figuring up his 
profits. Along with this announcement is also 
generally given the information that a stock 


company has been formed to “dig for oil,” and 
fifteen cents has already been paid in, and “the 
originators feel coadfient of success,” 
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Lamps were used before candles. The oil was 
conducted to the flame by means of a wick be- 
fore man learned to use the suet which harden- 
ed upon a wick and made a rigid ro¢ of grease. 
“The invention of artificial light has extended 
the available term of human life, by giving the 
night to his use; it has, by the social inter- 
course it encourages, polished his manners and 
refined his tastes, perhaps, as much as anything 
else, has aided his intellectual progress.” 


A large tank at the oil refinery of Lombard 
Ayres & Co. exploded at Bergen Point, N. J., 
on Thursday afternoon, and the oil took fire, 
As much oil as possible was drawn from the 
tank. The flames communicated to three 
smaller tanks, which were consumed. The 
firm state that the loss on oil and tanks will not 
exceed $5,000. About 400 barrels of oil was 
burned, and was fully insured. Staten Island 
felt the shock of the explosion from end to end. 


Last March the McCalmont Oil Company, of 
Bradford, resolved to amend its charter by in- 
creasing the eapital stock from $500,000 to $2,- 
000,000, the number of shares from 10,000 to 20,- 
000, and the value from $50 to $100, besides add- 
ing another section giving the Board of Direc- 
tors power to dispose of the company’s real 
estaie without first getting the consent of the 
stockholders. Last Friday at Harrisburg the 
Governor refused to approve the increase of 
capital stock, but signed the amencment about 
the directors’ power. 


It is the opinion of the oil trade at Titusville 
that the bill now pending before the Pennsyl- 
vania Legislature, making it a criminal offence 
to do any speculating on commodities, on the 
margin plan, should not be passed. ‘he bill 
has a special tendency to prevent further 
speculating in oil as it is now carried on. For 
some time the producers have deemed it 
effective to put forward some measures toward 
stopping the ‘'selling short’”’ process, by which 
crude petroleum is kept at a lower scale of 
price than producing warrants. 


The Republicans of Bradford have numinated 
Mr. P. M.Shannon for mayor. Mr. Shannon 
was Burgess of Millerstown when it was the 
booming “city” of the lower oil country. When 
the excitement became central in McKean he 
removed his goods and chattels to Bradford, 
which was then floating on the topmost wave 
of oleaginous prosperity. He is one of the 
handsomest and most popular young men in 
Bradford and will fill the Mayor’s chair with 
becoming grace and dignity. His opponent, 
who does not stand any show of success, is Mr. 
F. W. Dayis, an oil speculator and real estate 
man. 


This week we are promised a deluge of gigan- 
tic gushing oil wells from Butler county. The 
bears, who are always looking ahead gleaning 
what amount of trouble they possibly can by 
the wayside, are parading a production of fif- 
teen or twenty thousand barrels of fresh daily 
production. ‘The trade should be on its guard 
and receive such a volume of gratuitous in 
formation with some very large grains of al- 
lowance, There is a likelihood of five or six 
wells being completed, but experience tells us 
they are in no sense liable to elevate the daily 
production much, if any, above a higher point 
than has already been recorded in that wonder- 
fully prolific territory.—Bradford Sunday Mail. 


Things are getting red hot. The Mining 
Board is the latest Richmond in the stock field. 
All kinds of railroad stocks are now listed. The 
new feature isalready quite a go. The Stock 
Exchange has at last got its dander away up. 
Forsaken in the hour of its affliction by its pro- 
tegee, the Mining board, it hardly knows which 
way to turn. It will probably list petroleum 
certificates and thus enter into an active and 
unholy competition with its young and ambi- 
tious rivals. If the Stock Exchange desires, it 
can make its petroleum department one of its 
strongest features. Its members are blessed 
with an abundance of capital, and they will find 
that they can make or lose quickly on thesharp 
and sudden fluctuations incident to the crude 
market. 


The purchases of property on the Mangel 
farm cannot be said to have any significance in 
connection with the rcsuit of the McLaughlin 
farm weil. The purchase isa good gamble even 
if there was no well in advance of it. And it 
might as well be hinted here that operators, 
drillers and fieldmen bave all been deceived on 
the showing of wells in this field, from the be- 
ginning to the present time, and it has been 
frequently proven that those inside the derrick 
have been as often fooled as those outside. 
The conclusion is that it is not safe to bet on 
the result of a well until an hour's gauge is ob- 
tained, or itis through the sand and shot—and 
we might add, been pumped a couple of months 
—Oil City Derrick. 

There were filed with the County Clerk at 
Buffalo last Friday fifty-nine leases of property 
in the townships of Aurora, Boston, Concord, 
Colden ard Sardinia to the Culden Oil and 
Mineral Co.,of which DE. Folsom is presi- 
dent. The leasen were made in April, May and 
June, 1878, and are for terms ranging from 
twenty to forty years, In all about 1,958 acres 
are leased, the owner to have one-eighth of the 
oil or other product found on it—if any is 
found. This property is situated in the line of 
the supposed oil belt. By the leases, operations 
are to be begun inside of seven years. Little, 
however, has been done, but the increased oil 
excitement in Erie County is probably the 
reason the company has resumed its activity,

The Late William A. Gellatly. 


Almost without warning to his intimate as- 
sociates, and wholly unforeshadowed to the 
great majority of his friends in this city and 
throughout the country, the death of William 
A. Gellatly, has proved a cruel shock to hun- 
dreds of hearts. As late as Thursday, of the 
week before his death, his familiar form and 
genial face were seen in his accustomed place 
at the store. His sickness was only of a 
week’s duration, and became manifestly 
dangerous but a day prior to his death. He had 
a robust constitution, and we believe never 
had a serious illness in his life until the first and 
unexpected attack of typhoid pneumonia which 
terminated his sufferings on last Friday morn- 
ing at5 o’elock. The bereavement proved a 
severe blow to his legion of friendsin the dif- 
ferent cities, and especially to his daily associ- 
ates in business, who were accustomed to rely 
on his sound judgment and friendly counsel. 

Mr. Gellatly was born in Edinburgh,Scotland, 
in 1831,and came to this country when four 
years of age, with his parents, who settled in 
Illinois. They remained but a short time in 
the West, and concluded to remove to this city 
The subject of this sketch received his early 
education in the public schools here, aud by 
close application to his studies made rapid 
progress. When reaching 13 years of age,a 
fortunate circumstance occurred which di- 
rected his career through life and marked out 
his destiny. At the time stated, Mr. H. H. 
Schieffelin was interested in an official capacity 
with the common school system, and it was his 
custom to make periodical visits to the ward 
schools. On one occasion, while listening to 
the pupils recite, he was greatly impressed with 
the correct deportment and very satisfactory 
examination of young Gellatly, who happened 
to beone of the scholars. Mr. Schieffelin sought 
an introduction, and asked him to call at the 
store, then located on Johnstreet. Later inter 


views resulted in young Gellatly being engaged 


bate, in which Mr. Gellatly has placed himself 
on record as usual, in most convincing terms, 

His success as a financier attracted the atten- 
tion of several capitalists identified with bank- 
ing institutions, who wanted him to act as 
director. But he carefully avoided adding re- 
sponsibilities to present duties, as business 
proper required all his attention, and declined 
all outside offers. 

He always granted an audience to the humblest 
and metevery one with a pleasant gréeting. 
Many reminiscencies of his life have been re 
called, and an instance has yet to be related 
when angry feelings got he better of his judg- 
ment. Employes o t? house received just 
treatment at his hands and can testify to his 
generous imdu'ses and kindly nature on all oc- 
casions. Mr. Gellatly found great pleasure in 
entertaining his business friends at home, and 
many an enjoyable evening was passed under 
his hospitable roof. 

His generous nature displayed itself in the 
helping hand held out tothe unfortunate 
poor, and the charity distributed so freely 
and cheerfully in other channels without 
ostentation. <A friend of the deceased gentle- 
man remarked o': Saturday that a large portion 
of his{fortune was expended in charity, but 
that he had not failed to make comfortable 
and proper provision for his family. 


William A. Gellatly was the most widely- 
popular man in the drug trade in the United 
States. His popularity was not of the kind that 
is gained by toadyism, or by weak acquiesence 
in the views of every other man, but it was the 
popularity born of respect, and fostered by a 
delicate regard for the rights and feelings of 
others, without any concessions of his own 
honest convictions. His character was an ex- 
ceptional and a happy combination; his life was 
one of ceaseless activity and of great useful- 
ness; his death will be widely and sincerely 
lamented, and his memory will be a lasting con- 
solation to those who survive him. 

The funeral of Mr. Gellatly took place at the 
Baptist Church at Orange on Monday at 2.30 
P.M. Notwithstanding the ter rible storm, the

as an errand boy for the firm. His industry 
and talent were soon recognized by lis 
being promoted to shipping clerk. Stuaies in 
his special line of business were taken up, and 
for two seasons or more, he attended the Col- 
lege of Pharmacy. This fitted him for entering 
the city order department, and then to putting 
up country orders. From that he was pro- 
moted to the more responsible position of sales- 
man in the wholesale department, and finally 
had his ambition satisfied in 1860, by becoming 
a partner in the prosperous and progressive 
firm. Mr. Gellatly earned the reputation of 
being an excellent business man, and by his 
amiability made many warm friends. He has 
practically directed the affairs of W. H. 
Schieffelin & Co., for some years, with great 
credit to himself and the house. 

Mr. Gellatly was deeply interested in all mat- 
ters pertaining tothe drug ‘rade, especially in 
the conduct of the National Drug Association, 
of which body he was the honored head during 
the year ended last October, and was a leading 
spirit and active participant in all of its delib- 
erations. He had also been connected with the 
American Pharmaceutical Association § tor 
many years. The Board of Trade ani Trans- 
portation also loses a director by his demise, 
and the Chamber of Commerce a valued mem- 
ber. Perfectly at home on the rostrum, he was 
never at a loss for words, and his addresses, de- 
livered in a pleasing style, indicated deep 
thought and thorough research. Leaders of his 
political faith tried to persuade him to take a 
prominent part in politics, but he considered 
busiuess interests paramount to all public du- 
ties, and seldom appeared before mass meet- 
ings as a speaker except to advocate some 
necessary legislation. Mr. Gellatiy was partic- 
ularly interested in the tariff question,and many 
of his recommendations to the tariff commis- 
sion were embodied in the present law. The 
stamp tax on medicines was also abolished 
mainly through his influence and convincing 
arguments. The internal revenue tax on alco- 
hol has likewise proved a fruitful source of de-

The services were opened with prayer by Rev. 
Dr. Judson, and after the hymn beginning 
“There is a Land of Pure Delight,’’—which was 
a favorite with Mr. Gellatly, and bits of which 
were among the last of his audible utterances,— 
had been beautifully rendered by the quar- 
tette of the church, Rev. Dr. Humpstone of 
Brooklyn read appropriate selections from the 
Scriptures. 

Dr. Judson then delivered an eloquent 
tribute to the dead. “Death,” he said 
“is always unexpected, always startling. A\l- 
though common, it is never commonplace; and 
so when we heard of the death of our friend 
William A. Gellatly, we were stunned and 
amazed, and it was with us as with the ancient 
Israelites, when one of their choicest warriors 
fell in battle. This death was all the more start- 
ling because it came so suddenly. It was only on 
Thursday that our friend was taken sick, and 
not with what was thought to be a serious ail- 
ment. Even as late as Sunday there was no 
evidence that the case was dangerous, but in a 
day or so it took ¢@ more serious turn, and then 
the physicians gave him up. and on Friday 
moining at five o’clock came death. And it 
startled us the more because it was the death of 
one in the very prime and strength of man- 
hood. Our friend was but fifty-four years of 
age at the time of his departure. Bornin Edin- 
burgh, he came to this country when a little 
child,and for a sbort time lived in Illinois. 
But his parents soonycame back to New York 
and here, while pursuing his course of common 
schoo] studies, at the age of thirteen, he en- 
tered the business with which he was connected 
up to the day of his death. During all these 
years he has gone in and out among us, and in 
the very flush and prime of manhood he was 
taken away. Human life may be likeend to the 
African continent as described to us by explor- 
ers. As we penetrate it we find the rising 
ground for a few hundred miles, thena high 
plateau a thousand miles in breadth, and then 
the gradual descent to the sea. So it is with 
human life. We climb through infancy and its 
many diseases, the ascent which brings us to 
the broad piateau, where for years we seem to 
know no disease, and when it seems as though 
we might live forever. But then comes 
the descent through old age, which brings 
us to the grave. Our friend was taken 
while he was yet on the broad plateau of 
vigorous manhood, and so it is not strange that 
we sigh “now is the strong staff broken.” This 
death was also the more startling to us, because 
our friend was so full of life, and possessed of 
such abundant vitality. He seemed to overflow 
with joyous spirits. And then he was one on 
whom people seemed unconsciously to lean 
and place their burdens, All who knew him in 
his domestic life, knew how his family circle 
leaned upon and looked up to him. And so in 
bis business, he had the qualities which made 
him looked up to and made him the bearer of 
responsibilities. His Scotch perseverance, his 
strong convictions, his unflinching integrity, 
and his determined energy, fittec him for posi- 
tions of responsibility. He was a man who 
possessed strong individuality. We could not 
group him with this one and that one and say, 
“these men are alike.”” We shall not soon look 
upon bislike. Beginning at thirteen years of 
age as an errand boy, and climbing steadily up 
until he occupied the highest place, it is not 
unnatural that he should have been leaned 
upon, not only in bis firm, but in the mercan- 
tile community.’ The speaker dwelt at consid- 
erable length upon Mr, Gellatly’s connec- 
tion with the Baptist church, of which 
he became a member at twenty years 
of age. and of the model _ Christ- 
ian life which he led. He spoke of his 
prominence in and devotion to his church, and 
of the kindly influence he had exerted within 
it, as a devout member, and in all his walks in 
life as a Christian gentleman. Speaking of the 
warmth and geniality of Mr. Gellatiy'’s nature, 
he said: “He loved a joke, and was brimful of 
humor. Whatever care was in his beart, 
his face always wore a smile, He was 
witty, but his wit never degenerated into 
irreverance or yulgarity. They were im- 
possible in his presence. But his genial nature 
never forsook him, and he was always ready 
fora laugh. He did not carry his cares on the 
outside, to cloud the lives of others. You might 
think there was care in his heart, yet he would 
not betray it. He kept that which was sorrow- 
ful to himself and presented a bright face to 
the world. Although devoted to his business 
and untiring in his devotion to it, he bad a fine 
taste for literary things, and was fond of em- 
ploying his pen, as he did frequently employ it, 
to good purpose.”’ The spegker presented elo- 
quently the moral of the life now closed and 
the bright example it presented for emulation. 

Following the hymn “Abide with Me,” by the 
quartette, the Rev. Dr. Elder spoke in sub- 
stance as follows: 

“There is little to add to the very complete 
analysis that bas been made of our friend's 
character and to the earnest tribute that has 
been paid to his personal worth. I could well 
be content tosit with you and make expression 
of my own personal feelings by bowing my 
bead over the remains of this, one of the best 
friends I ever knew, and say, ‘Alas, my broth- 
er!’ When the Bible speaks of stars falling from 
Heaven, perbaps it refers to those who are 
prominent in social or political life. Truly,a 
luminary has been put out in this dear friend 
to usin more senses than one, Tbere was about 
him a warmth of geniality which made him a 
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social sun.

Transportation, fifth floor Bryant Building, 
corner Nassau and Liberty streets, at eleven 
o’clock, A. M., on Saturday, February 14, 1885, 
to take action upon the death of Wm. A. GEeL- 
LATLY, of the firm of W. H. Schieffelin & Co.

At the appointed hour there were present,

Mr. Olcott presided and Mr. Cress acted as 
secretary. 

Mr. Olcott said it had been his painful duty 
to calla meeting of the organization for the 
same sad purpose that had last brought them to- 
gether; namely, to take action upon the death 
ofamember. As was stated in the notice of 
the meeting, they were now called together to 
take what action might seem appropriate and 
timely upon the death of William A: Gellatly. 
They all knew how great a loss had been gus- 

ained by this trade and by the mercantile com- 
munity, and how the genial face and kindly 
ways of their late friend would be missed from 
his accustomed walss. It had been expected 
that Mr. Lazell, as a prominent representative 
of the jobbing trade, would be with them on 
this occasion, but a letter which had just been 
received showed, that while that gentleman 
was unavoidably absent, he shared the senti- 
ments of all present toward Mr. Gellatly. The 
following letter was then read by Mr. Olcott:

It often happens that we meet an individual 
on the street,or ferry boat, or elsewhere, of 
whose identity we are assured, yet with whom 
we have no personal acquaintance.

It is no small strain upon a man’s character 
and adaptability to live forty years in one 
circle, to belong to one business house, move 
in one social circle and belong to one church, 
Most men run out in five or ten years and have 
to go into some new busizess, move intosome 
new social set, go to some new church, But 
here we have had the magnificent spectacle 
of a man beginning as an errand boy 
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his cordiality, his kindly shrewdness and his 
catholic views. The friendship then begun has 
continued unbroken ever since. It has not 
been intimate. but in the course of these thirty 

ears we have been brought together more or 
ess, and time has only confirmed my first im- 
pressions. 

I recall with much satisfaction his many kind 
acts and expressions toward the house with 
which I am connected. These were peculiarly 
grateful tu one, as coming from one represent- 
ing one of the most prominent houses in the 
country, to one which was struggling for a 
place.So I felt that he wasa broad man. Thatal- 
though he was a competitor, he was not an an- 
tagonist,that he aimed at something beyond the 
mere accumulation of do)lars. 

I would express my deep sympathy with the 
members of his family, and his associates in 
business. The loss to the latter I can especially 
understand, for it is less than a year since my 
own partner and friend was called away. 

But though dead our departed friend yet 
speaketh. His example remains and that the 
young men now coming forward may emulate 
the example of one so genial, upright and hon- 
orable in the sincere wish of

Mr, Olcott then stated that it remained with 
those present to say what action should be 
taken. 

Mr. D: C. Robbins said he felt deeply the cir- 
cumstances which caused the presence of 80 
many of the trade on that oceasion, because 
Mr. Gellatly and himself had so long and 80 
prominently represented their respective houses 
in all trade matters and had thus been brought 
into frequent contact. “I reflect,” said he, 

‘that it is but a little while, not many days as 

days are numbered, since we met to pay our 
tribute of respect to the memory of our friend 
Mr. Marsh, and remember, as you will, that at 
that time Mr. Gellatly spoke with great feeling 
and appropriateness of his dcparted fellow- 
craftsman. And now we are met to pay the 
payer of that tribute, his due; to bear him in 
grateful remembrance, and to do our duty to- 
ward him. How strange are all the vicissitudes 
of life! We come and go, and the great prob- 
lems of birth, and life, and death, are passing 
wonders, which are no less wondrous because 
they become more common with the increase 
of numbers.” Mr. Robbins said he was very 
glad that this meeting had been called, and that 
the organization in the drug trade was prepared 
to fitly and promptly testify its esteem for the 
departed member. He said that Mr. Peters had 
prepa te which, he believed, em- 
bodied the sentiments entertained, and which 
he read as follows: 

With a keen sense of the loss they, in common 
with the entire mercantile community, have 
sustained by the death of William A. Gellatly 
the members of the Drug, Paint and Chemical 
Exchange record in heartfelt sorrow their ap- 
preciation of his worth. 

Although engrossed f-om boyhood by the 
cares of a business career, William A. Gellatly 
was ever mindful of the responsibilities of his 
sccial life, and suecessfully strove to develop 
the traits Of mind and heart which,throughout 
manhood, have gained for him the friendship of 
all with whom he has come in contact,and have 
made his later life a social example, a standard 
of mercantile integrity and a model of good 
citizenship. The record of his stewardship will 
bear enduring tribute to his intelligence, his 
keen sense uf honor, the generosity of his im- 
pulses, and his desire to de just in all bis acts. 

Kecognizing these estimable qualities of his 
heart and mind, we grieve that he has died, and 
rejoice that we may say,in truth, we are better 
that he bas lived among us. 

Mr. Robbins said that he thought nothing 
need be added to this tribute, and he would 
move that it be entered on the records of the 
organization, and that a properly engrossed 
copy be sent to the family of Mr. Gellatly, 

The motion was unanimously adopted. 

Mr. Olcott said he thought it would be proper, 
although without the purpose stated in the 
cali for the meeting, to take some action upon 
the recent death of Mr. Thomas Reed, and also 
upon Mr. Adolph Hallgarten, lately of the firm 
of Lanman & Kemp,whose death,he was pained 
to announce, occurred yesterday in Germany.

A Proposed New Oil Exehange 


Bnilding. 

The board room of the New York Petroleum 
Exchange and Stock Board was the scene of 
unusual noise and animation Monday after- 
noon. The members met after business hours 
to discussa proposition to erect a new Ex- 
change building to cost $1,000,000. 

President Smith introduced the subject by 
stating that enough memberships of the 975 
to be sold might be disposed of to furnish funds 
to secure a property. The Building Committee 
had been at work one month and had exam- 
ined many sites. The committee had gathered 
information that it now desired to submit to 
the members. The Produce Exchange had 
talked consolidation, but they wanted $2,500 for 
seats, and that price was so excessive that 
there was no way of adjusting the difference of 
price in the sittings of the two Exchanges. 

At $2,500 a seat, thesum paid by members to 
the Produce Exchange would have been $2,500,- 
060. Of this, $1,000,000, if so applied, would 
erect a building and leave asurplus of $1,500,- 
000. A property 7lfeet on Broadway, 54 feet 
on New street and having an area of 12,152 
square feet, with an average depth of 199 feet, 
could be secured for $1,000,000. Mr. Smith said 
the new Standard building was being built at 
a cost of $500,000, and the Exchange could build 
one for about $450,000. Ovly 15 per cent of 
purchase mcpey need be paid on the site, with 
a mortgage at5 per cent per annum. Bonds 
could be taken by the members and the sale of 
seats would furnish enough to erect the build- 
ing. 

The Board of Directors offered the following 
resolution, which was adopted: 

Resolved, That a committee of ten, named by 
the Chair, shall take sich measures as shall 
enable this Exchange to hold title to real estate, 
and take measures to secure funds required to 
erect a suitable building for the Exchange. 

President L. H. Smith named the following 
oil brokers to act on the committee: Marcus 
Heim, H. A. Patterson, M. B. Mendhan, F. H. 
Skelling,’J. P. Moore,E. W. Lyon, 8S. F. Strong, 
Charles D. Burwell, H. D. Chase and Nicholas 
Mehlen. The lease of the quarters now occu- 
pied by the Exchange will expire May 1, and 
the committee was requested to report as 
soon as possible what steps had better be 
taken in the matter of obtaining new quarters. 
It was suggested that a subscription for the 
building fund be started, and the suggestion 
was promptly acted on. President Smith put 
his name down for $1,000 and said that he would 
give more if necessary. H. A. Patterson sub- 
scribed $1,000, Mr. Mendhan $1,000, Mr. Heim 
$1,000, George H. Lincoln $1,000,and 8.F.Strong 
$1,000. 

The question of consolidating the New York 
Oil Exchange andthe Produce Exchange was 
incidentally discussed, but was not advocated 


with much zeal.

Recent Legal Decisions. 

The mere renewal of a note with astipulation 
for a higher rate of interest, where all consid- 
eration except that supporting the old note is 
excluded, does not preclude any defense there- 
after discovered which existed against the old 
note, according to the decision of the Kentucky 
Superior Court in the case of Highbaugh vs. 
Hubbard, decided January 14. 

Where a note due twelve months after date 
provided that it should bear “interest from 
date, payable simi-annually,”’ and a mortgage 
executed to secure the note described it as 
“bearing interest until paid, said interest to be 
paid semi-annually,” the Kentucky Court of 
Appeals construed the two instruments togeth- 
er as constituting a contract for the payment 
of interest semi-annually until paid. Shanks 
et al. vs. Stephens, decided January 15. 

Where a partnership had dissolved, no notice 
of the dissolutson being given, and a former 
customer sold goods to the partner remaining 
in business, and such partner signed his own 
and the name of the retiring partner to a note 
given in payment for such goods, the Supreme 
Court of Indiana held that the note bound both 
partners. Iddings vs. Pierson et al., decided 
January 31. The court said that in order to 
establish the liability as partners of persons 
who had dissolved partnership three things 
must appear, viz.: First, that the plaintiff at 
the time the contract was made under which 
his claim accrued knew that the defendants had 
been in partnership; second, that he was igno- 
rant of their dissolution; third, that he made 
the contract supposing he was contracting 
with the defendants as partners, and in reliance 
on their joint liability.

The continued cold and generally inclement 
weather is against any increase of business in 
paints as consumption is naturally checked 
and there is no encouragement anywhere for 
dealers tu stock up in anticipation of the de- 
mands of the spring trade. At the West many 
sections are still snowed in, and this condition 
of affairs not only checks trade but also retards 
collections, as dealers are unable to get in 
their accounts from the local buyers and small 
surrounding trade. There is very little new to 
note in the lead trade, corroders being still 
disorganized and their product selling at irreg- 
ular prices. Other heavy paints are steady but 
witbout interesting feature. 


White Lead, Zinc, Etc. 

The market for pig lead has seldom been 80 
dull as during the past week, dealings being re- 
stricted to orders for car lots for prompt de- 
livery, for which 870c was paid; besides this? 
there were 100 tons placed at 38 65c; at the close 
3 70c is the price asked but for a round lot this 
can beshaded. The proposed stoppage of the 
Horn Silver output forsome months apparent-. 
ly will have no effect upon the market, as it is 
known that several new mines as well as some 
old ones are ready to step in and supply the 
demand.

WINDOW GLASS 


The demand for French window glass during 
the week has been confined chiefly to small 
quantities, to cover current warts of consum- 
ers, which are booked at previous quotations, 
which remain steady at 79@70c, and 10 per cent 
for both single and doubie thick. Importers 
are not pressing sales atthe moment, as presont 
prices do not nett a very large margin of profit; 
consequently, they are waiting for the spring 
trade, which is somewhat backward on account 
of the cold and stormy weather, which has re- 
tarded outdoor work to a considerable extent. 
Shipments continu? light, but with present 
stocks on hand they arein excess of the de- 
mand Late advices report the foreign markets 
as being weak and duil, notwithstanding seve- 
ral furnaces have gone out of blast. The 
only business of interest to note as regards 
American window glass during the week 
was the closing out of the stock of one of the 
Jersey companies, in all about 16,000 boxes, 
mostly single thick, which was purchased bya 


well-known dealer who has already resold a °: 




































large part of it at satisfactory prices, ‘There is 
no doubt but other sales will follow, as many 
of the manufacturers have large stocks on 
hand who may prefer to have the cash rather 
than carry over surplus stocks. In the natural 
order of things the business ought to pick up 
materially toward the close of the month or 
earlier perhaps, if weather is not unfavorable. 
The demand, however, is slack, and discounts 
are more or less unsettled at 75 and 10 per cent 
for car load lots, though some of the dealers 
decline to sell under 75 and 5 pér cent. Reports 
from Philadelphia say: “The outlook is not 
clouded with apprehension; on the contrary, a 
cheerful future is exhibited, notwithstanding 
the drawbacks of discontent and strikes among 
workmen and the continued disposition of 
dealersto buy only for immediate require- 
ments; but there is some ultimate good to 
come out of both of these conditions: the first 
tending toa contraction in production and the 
other to create a safe and healthy trade. In no 
department of the glass industry us represent- 
ed in this city and vicinity ls there any report 
of considerable improvement. In some of the 
larger branches the slackness of orders and low 
rates are commented upon by manufacturers 
with expressions of disappointment and dis- 
couragement. Although quite a number of 
furnaces have of late had their fires put out, 
the decrease is not considered sufficient to se. 
cure the proper reduction. These impressions 
are manifested more decidedly in the lines of 
green flint glass and hollow-ware, although 
there are loud complaints among manufac- 
turers of flint bottles as well.” 


PLATE GLASS. 


Since our last report there has only been a 
moderate demand for either English or French 
plate. This, however, was to be expected 
while such stormy weather continued to pre- 
vail throughout the country, stopping all 
buiiding, and even checking any new work 
that might be contemplated. With the return 
of pleasant weather a better demand is ex- 
pected, ss stocks in both dealers’ and con- 
sumers’ hands are very light. Discounts are 
steady at 50 and 10 per cent. American plate 
is in the same position, with stocks compar- 
atively light in manufacturers’ hands for 
prompt delivery, hence no cutting in discounts 
are reported, which remain steady at 50 and 10 
and 5 per cent.

The Glass Trade in the West. 


“Glass buyers are coming in quite numer- 
ously,” said a manufacturer in Pittsburg, Pa., 
last week, “but they don’t buy glass in any con- 
siderable quantities. They ask prices, make a 
note of them, buy a few novelties, turn their 
noses up at staples and go out of town. Prices 
are lower now than ever ,before quoted in the 
business, but the buyer apparently thinks he is 
to get it still lower, for he hangs back and will 
order nothing but what he is actually in need 
of. I think that buyers are speculating largely 
upon the possibilities of natural gas. They 
think they will get glass 10 per cent cheaper 
than it now is. They count on the fact that 
coal will be dispensed with and also teasers’ 
wages, andhence argue that they should have 
the benefit of the saving instead of the manu- 
facturer. I don’t think that natural gas will 
become so popular all at onve, because as long 
as one pipe or one main supplies a furnace just 
that long is the owner of that furnace running 
the risk of having his supply of fuel cut off 
suddenly and thus endangering his pots and 
furnaces. Any repair to a main or tu a supply 
pipe will necessitate a cutting off the gas, and 
if it is for only ten or fifteen minutes the dan- 
ger to pote and furnaces is great. Glass facto- 
ries must have independent pipes or mains.”

The agent of the 
Tidewater Pipe Line Company, it is reported 
has already leased between one and two thous- 
and acres of territory, and is endeavoring to 
further extend his negotiations. An agent of 
the Standard Oil Company is also on the ground 
looking after the interests of that organization, 
and will compete with the Tidewater Company 
for the control of the section. The district 
supposed to contain oil extends for the width 
of a mile or .nore clear across the upper portion 
of the county, and takes in Sadsbury, Caln, 
Valley, East and West Brandywine, Mochian, 
Charlestown and Tredyffrin townships, the 
strata being composed of conglomerate which 
is well-known as an oil-pruducing rock in the 
western portion of the State. 


It is the fond belief of the people of Bradford 
County, over in Pennsylvania, that oil exists 
within its borders. None of the farmers or 
capitalists of the county were willing to risk 
their own money in drilling a test well. Early 
last summer Mr. R. W. Carroll was induced to 
locate a wildcat at Weston Station, on the 
Bartley Railroad. Weston is six miles away 
from Towanda, the county seat. The well bas 
been boarded up for several months, the hole 
plugged up, and the venture mystified. When 
it will be completed nobody knows, not even 
the owners. Nobody knows whether it will 
flow oil or come in arank duster. It is called 
the Weston well by some and the Carroll by 
others. Mr. Carroll and his associates have 
leased 25,000 acres of land in the vicinity. They 
have also built a rig at a small place called 
Wells, 30 miles to the north-west of Vieston. 
Wells is only a few miles from Elmira. A 
wildcat, bearing the euphonious name “New 
Era,” is also being drilled 6 miles southeast of 
Weston. Mr. Carroll and his friends have op- 
tions on 5,000 acres of land surrounding the 
New Era and on 3,000 acres of land at Wells. 


The wildcats in advance of the Murphy and 
the Clark & Sutton in Butler county, are pro- 
gressing slowly, on account of the intense cold 
weather. The Harley test on the William 
Kennedy farm, has reached a depth of 940 feet. 
+tisa mile southeast of the Clark & Sutton. 


The Christie Bros. are drilling on the Daniel 
Wise farm, about 1,000 feet south of the Har- 
ley. The McBride wildcat on the Rankin, is 
near the sand. Al. Allshouse is drilling on the 
Girard farm, south of the Mangel. Mike Mur- 
phy has rigs up for Nos. 2and 3 on the Mangel 
farm. J. H. Markham’s wildcat on the Livery 
farm, is down 1,450 teet. It is an important 
well, being a mile in advance and ona good 
line with the Phillips Bros.’ No. 1 on the Mush- 
rush. Andy Scheidemantle is nearly through 
the sand at bis No. 2 on the Evans, near the 
mouth of Thorn Creek, south of Baldridge. It 
will be about such a well as its location 
would indicate—small. Encouraged by the 
success of Phillips No. 1, on the Mushrush, 
several parties have started rigs east of the lat- 
ter and north of the Mangel farm. 


C. C. Barton, a medium-sized, quick-man- 
nered, studious-looking man of 30, who gave 
his residence as Akron, O., recently made ar- 
rangements with J. C. R. Wilson, an Oil City 
broker, to do some speculating. Last Friday 
he pre ented a draft for $300, drawn by the 
Second National Bank of Akron, O., on the 
Chemical National Bank, of New York, and 
gave an order to buy 5,000 and sell ata haif 
cent, loss or profit. Mr. Wilson, who had exe- 
cuted several orders for the man, was euspi- 
cious that the draft was a forgery, and a tele- 
gram to A N. Safford, cashier of the bank, 
elicited the reply that they had not issued the 
draft to C.C. Barton. The man had gone to 
Titusville on the morning train and given Mr. 
Chamberlain, of the Titusville Exchange, a 
draft similar to that given Mr. Wilson. His 
expusure at Oil City and the public announce- 
ment of the fact on 'Change by Presiden 
Foster put the other exchanges on their guard, 
and Mr. Chamberlain learning of the matter, 
closed out his business with the young man, 
and, not wishing to go to the expense of having 
him prosecuted allowed him to depart. Barton 
then went to Oil City to Mr. Wilson’s office, and 
that gentleman closed out his business with him 
and also allowed him to depart. Barton told 
Wilson he had received the drafts in payment 
for a sale of land near Akron. 


Parkesburg, in Chester county, Pa., is the 
last town that is reporfed as suffering from oil 
feyer. As usual, visions of boundless fortunes 
dance before the eyes of quiet old farmers who 
have hitherto been content with profits gained 
from tilling the soil. About two years ago a 
Philadelphian named Ellis bought property 
about two miles from Parkesburg, and shortly 
afterward noticed that the surface of a small 
creek running through the property was cov- 
ered with a thick, oily substance which looked 
like oll, and had the odor of crude petroleum. 
He bottled specimens of the stuff and sent it to 
the oil regions for analysis. The quiet farmers 
of the neighborhood were surprised in course 
of time by visits from a large number of 
strangers, all of whom inquired for the Ellis 
farm, but they were still more surprised, qu‘te 
recently, when they discovered that Ellis and 
two strangers had taken a ten-year lease of 
about a dozen farms. Then it leaked out that 
Ellis had found coal oil on his creek, and that 
farmers who had leased land had received cer- 
tain sums and a contingency of one-eighth of 
all the oil or ore found thereon or taken there- 
from. It was also ascertained that oil prospec- 
tors are on their way to Parkesburg with ma- 
chinery to bore for oil, and now the excitement 
is great. Everybody in Parkesburg has the 
fever, and all expect to be Coal Oii Johnnies, 


The producers uf the Macksburg, Obio, field 
are cursing their folly in allowing the Stand. 
ard to so cleverly hoodwink them. With three 
lines competing for their oil, they thought the 
Standard could regulate the affairs of State,but 
not the price of oil. In this they were mis- 
taken. To gain the good will uf the producers, 
the National Transit Company, with an eye on 
the mighty dollar, and an ingenious scheme for 
the capture of the patronage of the Ohio 
Transportation Company, its formidable rival, 
offered the tempting and irresistible premium 
of 30 cents per barrel, In this way it gained 
the favor of nearly all the producers, and left 
the pumps cof the competing lines compara- 
tively idle and their owners discouraged, Not 
by degrees, but at one blow, the premium of 
30 cents was removed, and the Buckeye pro- 
ducers suddenly realized that they were within 
the grasp of a powerful foe. Like producers 
everywhere, they could not withstand the in- 
fluence of money. Now that it is too late, they 
see how the National Trausit Company cajoled 
them into deserting the Ohio Transportation 
Company. The National Transit led them to 
believe that their oil was worth 30 cents per 
barrel more than that of Pennsylvania. Now 
producers believe that they are being robbed 
of over $8,000 per month, estimating the output 
of the district at 900 barrels per day. General 
Manager Scheide, of the National Transit Com- 
pany, was recently at Macksburg making 
plans for the future since the absorption of the 
Ohio Transportation Company’s line. It is 
very doubtful whether there will ever be an 
other opposition line built in that field.

Dealers, either wholesale or retail, must sell 
to other dealers only at the full marked retail 
price for each package, in any quantity, 
whether fractions of a dozen, or full dozens or 
gross, but may allow consumers the discount 

for three or six bottles authorized by the man- 

ufacturers. Wholesale dealers selling to 
wholesale dealers must exact in every instance 
from the buyera pledge similar to the one 
which they give manufacturers, and must 
themselves be responsible to the manufaeturer 
for the faithful keeping of the same. 


When the wholesaler signs an agreement on 
an article billed to him at $12 per dozen, for 
instance, he will be refunded the excess over 
thescale prices. ‘Phe latter would be,: say 
$11.25 on one gross and $10.88 on five gross lots, 
he must sell these goods to the retailer at $12. 
The latter will get his profit, which would be 
say 40 cents per bottle from the manufacturer, 
on the coupons which he takes from each 
bottle and signs. Any violation of the terms 
of this coupon would make an attempt to col- 
lect on it an attempt to obtain money under 
false pretences and would be punishableas such, 
Moreover, by this plan it causes the violator 
to forfeit forever all claims on the manufac- 
turer for any coupons that may come into his 
possession. The manufacturer reserves the 
right at any time when circumstances may 
cause him, to regard any dealer with suspicion, 
to exact an affidavit that he has faithfully 
abided by the terms of the coupon. 


The coupons are taken up by collectors 
representing the individual or combined man- 
ufacturers. Where there is evidence that a 
dealer has evaded, in a single instance, hig 
coupons would not be collected, Wholesalerg 
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are not permitted to redeem manufacturers’ 
coupons. 

Tt is proposed that goods in hand at the time 
this plan might be adopted, should be required 
to be retailed only at fall prices, even though 
they do not bear the coupons, but that they 
might be sold by the dealer to another at 
whatever price they pleased.

The Pennsylvania Pharmacy Bill. 

A correspondent writing from Harrisburg, 
Pa., says that the country members are vio- 
lently opposed to the Pharmacy bill and may 
succeed in killing it. It is an act to regulate 
the practice of pharmacy and sale of poisons, 
and to prevent adulterations in drugs and me- 
dicinal preparations, They admit itis a good 
thing for cities, perhaps. The board of twenty 
examiners provided for by it would probably 
sit at its stated periods in Pittsburg, Philadel- 
phia or Harrisburg. Before persons can en- 
gageinthe sale of drugs they must pass an 
examination before that board and be regis- 
tered. The fees required of each applicant are 
from $3 to $4. In country villages and at 
cross-roads and hamlets there are thousands of 
Places where a regular drug-store wouldn't 
pay, and a stock of $15 or $30 worth of drugs is 
kept in the corner of a general store. The re- 
ceiptsin a year are trifling. and so little is sold 
as to debar almost the possibility of serious 
accidents through mistakes. By the time the 
owner and his clerk pays his railroad fare to 
travel perhaps 400 miles to be examined and 
then pay his tees a whole year’s business is 
consumed. Of course people need not inform 
on such persons if they don’t want, but the 
privilege to do so leaves plenty of opportunity 
to practice spite-work on country druggists 
through the law, and as the penalty is heavy, it 
would be no joke. 

Some of the doctor members in the House try 
every day or two to put in an amendment pro- 
hibiting more than one order of medicine to be 
sold on the same prescription. This is so pal- 
pably a scheme to fill the doctors’ coffers that 
the attempt is laughable. 

The Boara of Examiners will get no salary, 
but are entitled to $5 a day for every season 
they sit out of the fees, the balance of the fees 
to go into a fund to defray traveling and eler-

Recent Experiments with Oil in 
Stopping Breakers.* 

The U. 8. hydrographic office, in pursuance 
of its policy to lessen the dangers of naviga- 
tion, has recently commenced the collection of 
iuformation to determine the best manner of 
using oil to calm the surface of troubled 
waters. 

This matter bas long been a subject of con- 
troversy. In 1844, a Dutch commission, after 
pouring a few gallons of oil on the storm- 
beaten bosom of the North Sea, and finding the 
waves not sensibly affected, declared that the 
oft-repeated account of the saving of ships by 
this means was a fantastic creation of the 
imagination. Notwithstanding this, Scotch 
coasters have saved themselves again and again 
by strewing the sea with the fatty parts of 
fish, cut into small pieces, which were carried 
with them for the purpose; and so much reli- 
able information on this subject has now been 
collected from the common experience of sea- 
faring men, that the evidence in its favor can 
no longer be controverted. 

It must be understood, however, that the use 
of oil does not make the surface perfectly 
smooth, but merely lessens the dangerous 
effect of what the seaman cails “‘combers,” or 
the great broken,rolling masses of water which 
have first disabled and then swamped so many 
ships since man first began to go down to the 
sea. 

A case lately reported of the use of oil is that 
of thesteamship Thomas Melville, while run- 
ning before a gale in February, 1884, when she 
was constantiy boarded by heavy seas. As her 
situation became more and more critical, it was 
determined to try what effect oil would have 
upon the water. Two canvas bags hulding 
about a gallon were made, therefore, punctured 
in many places with a sail-needle, and filled 
with oil. These bags were held over the bows, 
and allowed to drag in the water. The seas no 
longer eame on board, and the safety of the 
vessel was secured. The bags were refilled 
every four hours. 

The application of oil to the quieting of 
water at the entrance of harbors is one that 
has received very considerable attention; and 
credit is due to Messrs. Shields and Gordon, of 
England, for their energy and enterprise, as 
wellasfor the thought, time and money ex- 
pended in endeavoring to establish its use, and 
in bringing the subject into prominent notice, 

At Folkestone, Eng., Mr. Shields’s apparatus 
consisted of three large casks placed on shore 
at the end of the old mole. These were con- 
nected by pipes with small hand-pumps, each 
of which was worked by one man. Two lead 
pipes about an inch and a quarter in diameter 
extended from the casks along the bottom, 
through the entrance to the harbor, about 2, 
feet towards Shakespeare’s Cliff. At intervals 
of every hundred feet, vertical pipes were 
soldered to the main pipes; and in the former 
were placed conical valves properly protected 
from mud and slime by caps’ 

Unfortunately, on the day set apart for a 
Public exhibition the weather was not entirely

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t favorable; that is to say, the wind was not from 
the right direction. The sea, however, was 
sufficiently disturbed to show the working of 
the apparatus. When the oil was pumped 
through the tubes, it soon showed its effect 
upon the surface; and this became more appa- 
ren as the amount of oil was increased. 

A broad glassy strip was soon distinguished 
which was more than a half-mile lung. A 
fully mannea life-boat which was sent into the 
oil-covered strips of water, was tossed about in 
a lively manner, but took in nospray. Mean- 
while the sea outside of the strip was every- 
where breaking into white caps. After stop- 
ping the pumps, it was found that the amount 
of oil used was a little over a hundred and 
nineteen gallons. 

Three hours after the close of the trial the 
Boulogne steamer passed broad strips of com- 
paratively smooth water, on which the oil still 
lay. 

After this experiment, two of Mr. Gordon’s 
inventions were tried. One of these consists 
of a shell fired from a mortar, and 80 arranged 
that it bursts on striking the water, and frees 
its contents of oil. The shell is specially con- 
structed, and has an ingenious device tor in- 
suring its explosion, which is effected by a 
fuse and gunpowder. This recommends itself 
as a practical means to render less dangerous 
the communication between ships by boats 
during heavy weather. In cases of shipwreck, 
also, the approach of lifel oats could be greatly 
facilitated. 

The second invention is an arrangement to 
make a lane of oil from the shore to a stranded 
ship. To effect this,an iron cylinder is fired 
from a mortar in the direction of the ship, The 
cylinder, which serves as an anchor, draws 
after it a leather hose fastened to it by a line. 
Oil is then pumped through the hose, and, 
being spread towards the shore by the wind, 
forms a quiet surface for the rescuing boat. 

Various ingenious contrivances have been 
invented for applying the oil to the water; but 
the simplest and readiest, at the same time 
most effective, appliance is a canvas bag, either 
rather loosely sewed together, or pierced with 
small holes to allow the oil toescape. This has 
been the method adopted in the most success- 
ful cases reported from ships at sea, and has 
been found effectual in some of the lifeboats 
It has the great advantage of being self-acting, 
insuring aregular stream of oil, and being 
easily renewed when exhausted, 

In a vessel or boat running before a sea, one 
should be hung over each bow, which gives the 
oil time to spread before reaching far astern. 
Ina ship, when hove to, one or more bags have 
sometimes been hung over the weather side, 
and sometimes been put over-board to wind- 
ward, attached to light lines. This is the best 
plan, because, not drifting so fast as the ship, 
the bag will bd carried to windward, and fulfil 
the condition of applying the oil to the water 
at some distance from the ship, in the direc- 
tion from which the waves are advancing. 

An open boat, unable to run before the sea, 
will always endeavor to put out some form of 
sea-anchor, with a rope attached to this, and, 
failing everything else, a boat’s mast or a sail 
loosed is very effective. 

When the boat is anchored, the beg could be 
attached by a light line to the anchor asa buoy. 
This appliance, in addition to being efficient, 
has the great merits of handiness and simplic- 
ity. Twosuch bags, holding about a gallon of 
oil each, with the line attached, might be kept 
full, and packed in a small cylinder similar to a 
paint-pot or a preserved-meat tin. and would 
form neither an expensive por cumbersome 
article of equipment in a boat. 

In the absence of these or similar contrivan- 
ces, the oil could be poured from a bottle or 
can; but this would require a man’s attention 
when one could be ill spared possibly, and 
might not insure 80 constant or regular a sup- 
ply, which is of importance. This would not 
be applicable to a boat at anchor.

Ink from Cuttle Fish, insects, Ete. 


“There is a demand for ink that will not cor- 
rode a pen, will run smoothly make a perfectly 
distinct line and still be indelible,” said a 


chemist, pointing to an array of small bottles 
aad an equal number of very curious animals, 
“and I, have been experimenting for several 
years to see what can be done, but it is uphill 
work. The animals that I find most available 
as inkbearers and consequently makers are 
confined mainly to the tropics, 

“Tkese bottles,” said the investigator, hold- 
ing up several vials containing inks of differ- 
ent colors, “all contain the natural ink of 
various animals. This one that is so pure a 
black contains the contents of the ink-bags of 
cuttle-fishes and is really the sepia of commerce 
that was formerly used much more than at 
present, This is not all taken from living 
squids In certain localities fossil squids are 
found millions of years old and in the center of 
the kardened mass wil! be seen a small black 
seeming stone, which is the sepia ink. When this 
issoftened ink can be made from it and is often 
used. Some time ago a member of the geolog- 
ical survey came to me for one of these fossil 
ink-bags and he used it to write his report, that 
contained a description of these very crea- 
tures. So their history was chronicled perhaps, 
asI said before, millions of years after their 
extinction by the ink that was their protection 
then. 

“Yes, the ink is used to eject when they are 
followed; it surrounds them like a cloud and 








































































































while the pursuer is confused by it the wily 
squid escapes. Each of these bottles holds ink 
from a different species, representing the octo- 
pus, various squids and the argonaut.”’ 

“Here is a beautiful blue ink,” cohtinued the 
speaker, taking up a small vialin which wasa 
liquid of royal purple that appeared to gain in- 
tensity and richness in the sunlight that flashed 
through the window. “I happened to show 
this toa gentleman in the drygoods trade the 
other day, and he offered me $1,000 if I would 
place the color in his hands in available quan- 
tities. No, I can’t do it, and if Icould it would 
be worth more than that, asit is indelible. It 
is the pure aud unadulterated secretion of the 
little pelagic snail Jantbina. I have seen them 
by the cartload on the Florida Keys after a 
storm. The entire water edge would be lined 
with them. The moment you take them up 
and press the foot cut comes this magnificent 
color. I suppose eight or ten drops could be 
obtained from each one. The shells are about 
the size of a 5-cent plece, extremely fragile, 
and float upon the surface, kept up by a mass 
of bubbles of their own making that serves as 
araftto buoythem. The shell is of the same 
peculiar hue as the ink, and with the white, 
silvery bubble attached, as they rush along 
over the blue water, they present a beautiful 
appearance, 

“Here,” continued the experimenter, as he 
took up another bottle, “is almost the most 
beautiful blue we can get. It comes from an- 
other southern animal—the pbysalia, or Portu- 
guese man of war. They are extremely poison- 
ous and hard to manage, as this dye or ink 
comes from the poison tentacles. In catching 
it I got it on my arm and it sank in like indeli- 
ble ink, so that for some time I was tatooed to 
all intents and purposes. The ink may be of 
use in some way, but it is difficult to get and so 
would be too expensive. Here is a purple ink 
of adark rich velvet tint that I found acci- 
dentaly. I was wading along the reef at low 
tide when suddenly I stepped upon something 
that seemed to penetrate my feet like 1,000 
needles. I partly fell over, but finally got into 
the boat that 'was dragging along, where [ 
found that I had stepped upon an echinus with 
spines at least eight iuches long. It was a most 
remarkable creature, a veritable porcupine, 
and I was laid up by it forsome time. How- 
ever, I noticed that each needie-like spine left 
a purple stain, and by collecting a number of 
the animals afterwards I obtained this ink, that 
it sufficient quantitics could be gotten would 
be quite valuable. There are hundreds of va- 
rieties of these, and nvarly all give an ink of a 
different color. Here is one with club spines; 
they are used as slate penclls in the south. 

“The idea of utilizing the coloring matter of 
shells as ink is not a new one; that is, of some 
shells, The ink in this bottle,” taking up 
another containing a rich purple, “comes from 
this shell, one of the whelbs. Its scientific 
name is murex and of shells of this genus the 
famous Tyrian dye was made The ancients 
gathered in vast numbers and squeezed the dye 
out by various processes. Here is a live one. 
You see, the slightest touch makes it give out 
its peeuliar color. At the time of Pliny the 
rich robes of the Romans and others were all 
dyed and the royal purple has been famous ever 
since. A friend of mine recently went over the 
ruins of Tyre,and examined the very places 
where the dye was supposed to be made and the 
shells ground up. Dr. Wilde, of the Royal Irish 
Academy, was the original discoverer of the 
several circular reservoirs cut in the solid 
sand-stone rock close tothe water’s edge. Ia 
shape they resemble large pots, varying in size 
from two to eight feet in diameter, and from 
four to five feet in depth. Pliny says that when 
the shells were small they were bruised in mor 
tars or certain mills, and Dr. Wilde was of the 

opinion that the reservoirs he discovered were 
those in which the dye was obtained. The 
liquor which composed the dye is contained in 
a vein behind the neck. 

“This hideous color,” concluded the speaker, 
“ig obtained from the coloring matter exuded 
from the mouth of the locust or grasshopper. 
Here is cochineal ink made by pounding up 
these insects. This is a drop or two of the por- 
pita, a floating hydroid animal. This green 
comes from a variety of seaweed ulva, andin 
fact I have coloring matter from about every 
creature that produces it.”

The paraffine oil market is without any new 
features. The principal business isin 25 grav- 
ity, and the demands for spindle use in prefer- 
ence to 28 gravity, is quite marked. In fact,a 
material change has been wrought in the na- 
ture of consumption lately. The range fora 
prime grade of 25 gravity is still 11@1l14¢c in a 
large way. and 12c jobbing. Sales have been 
made of 700 bbls at these figures. A scarcity of 
supplies is reported from some quarters, but no 
orders go unfilled. For 24 gravity 15@léc is the 
range, and the jobbing demand is quite active 
for certain special uses. Prices for 28 gravity 
are not being supported by any stimulating in- 
fluence from increased sales. Sellers are doing 
as they please, and some low prices are reported 
to bring about business, but 8c isthe recog- 
nized quotation, and is being adhered to in 
many instances. There is no apparent outlet 
for 30 gravity, and prices are nominal. 

Neutral filtered oils are being released on the 
best terms possible, but holders are not press- 
ing stocks. The season’s demand is looking up 
and slightly better than previous weeks, The 
inside figures still remain at 12, 13@15c, for 32, 
87 and 34 gravities respectively, the first named 
being for a wool grade. An advance was ex- 
pected in the latter on account of scarcity of 
supplies, but no change has yet taken place and 
probably will not. There is very little oppor- 
tunity for maintaining higher figures. The 
tendency in the whole list of lubricating oils is 
downward, and buyers realize this fact. Man- 
ufacturers therefore consider it useless to talk 
of higher prices, when the market is likely to 
be slaughtered at any time by cheap offerings 
on this or other markets. Stocks of neutral 
oils are not large and any important demauds 
would soon exhaust them, 

Black reduced oils are commanding all sorts 
of figures, according to quality. Our quota- 
tions below are for prime grades, and the out- 
side figures are realized about as often as the 
inside. There are cheaper brands on the mar- 
ket, but they come only periodically and are 
not to be taken asa market basis. The feeling 
will naturally become easier for the cold test 
grades as spring advances. Refiners are work- 
ing up large contracts to take thelr production 
of 15 cold test, while others deem it proper to 
curtail the output. The uniform prices for 15 
cold test are 84449c, at which we have 500 bbis 
sold, and 744@8c for 25@30 test, but we hear of 
TX4c being shaded for some lots. Summer oil is 
still quoted at 64¢c, with an occasiunal inquiry. 

Cylinder stocks have dropped down the scale 
of prices during the week, but the change is 
only in copformity with our quotations, and to 
meet competitive prices. Most all brands have 
now settled down to 16@l9e for 550 to 570 test 
light filtered, and 21@23c for 600 test. These 
grades regulate other prices on the list, but 
while the tendency is easier, no perceptible 
change in values has occurred. It is under- 
stood that 600 light filtered is still offering at 
lic for au ouside of the city brand. Dark fil- 
tered is nominally 14@18c; jobbing orders are 
filled at those figures, but larger quantities are 
released at lower prices. Dark steam refined 
continues weak at 10@lic. The usual business 
is reported and there is no complaint of the 
lack of jobbing trade.

The Naval Stores Trade. 


It is a well-known fact that one of the most 
important branches of trade in Savanuah is in 
naval stores. The importance of the trade, says 
the Savannah News, will be realized when it is 
stated that when the annual April statement 
was made up last year, it showed that the re- 
ceipts of rosin at this port amounted to 608,286 
barrels, and of spirits of turpentine 135,116 
barrels. The value of this trade will aggregate 
about $3,000,000. At the opening of this season, 
the London market, which is the largest dis- 
tributing point for naval stores, was over- 
stocked, and low prices for the entire season 
were indicated. The season opened with a de- 
cline of 33 per cent. from the prices of the pre- 
vious year, and producer and dealer feared that 
this decline would continue throughout the 
season. It appears, however, that the trade 
opened at rock bottom figures, and prices now 
show a falling off of only about 10 per cent. 
from the prices of last year. 

With a view to ascertaining the present con- 
dition of the trade and the outlook a News re- 
porter yesterday called upon a number of 
dealers and brokers and gleaned the following 


facts: 
OUTLOOK FOR THE SEASON. 


Bottom figures have now been reached, and 
there isa prospect for better prices both for 
rosin and spirits of turpentine. Recently the 
cold weather in the North has interfered to 
some extent with the trade by retarding man- 
ufacturing, but it is only temporary and due 
solely to the weather. There will be about the 
same number of boxes cut in the territory that 
sends its rosin and turpentine to Savannah as 
last season. Careful calculation places the 
number of boxes last season at 1,200 crops of 
10,000 boxes each, which would make 12,000,000 
boxes. The cutting of boxes generally com- 
mences November 1, and the season closes 
March1. The outlook may now be regarded 
as encouraging for various reasons. By com- 
parison, it will be seen that there will be about 
the same number of boxes cut as in 1881-2. 
During 1882-3 there was a large overproduction 
of pale rosins, which had its effect on the mar- 
ket last year, from the fact thata large amount 
of the production of 1883 came over to 1884. 
This surplus has now been absorbed, notwith- 
standing the slack times. To-day the visible 
stock of pale rosins is not more than is needed, 
and with the prospect that the crop will not be 
larger than in 1881-2, and considering the natu- 
ralincrease of trade, there is every reason to 
believe that good prices will now prevail. This 
is particularly true of rosin. For spirits of 
turpentine the outlook is not so flattering. but 
one encouraging feature is the small stock in 
this country. Trade has been, depressed in this 
country for ever a year, and there is a disposi- 
tion on the part of buyers to take only in small 
quantities, which may be regarded as conclu- 
sive evidence that they are not stocking up, 
butare buying from band to mouth, and if 
there is any disposition shown later to increase 
stock, which is more than probable, a sufficient 
home demandto take home production up to 
May 15 may be looked for. 

BETTER PRICES EXPECTED, 

London now has a large stock of spirits of 
turpentine on hand, and there is enough stock 
in Europe with present outlook to last for sey- 
eral months to come, and prices cannot be ex- 
pected to enhance there for two or three 
months. But by May 15 it is expected that the 
stock in London will be worked off and better 
prices there may then be expected. 

In the lower grades of rosin the stock at 
home ports is smaller than a year ago, and it 
may be safely assumed that the old crop to 
come in is smaller than a year ago. Coupling 
this with the fact that by reason of the lower 
production, caused by previous overproduc- 
tion, better prices for this grade of rosins may 
be expected. 

Up to 1882 London was the main distributing 
point for turpentine to all European points, 
but since that time many ports have been ship- 
ping direct, which may account to some extent 
for the large stock on hand in London. Some 
brokers think, however, that there has been a 
concentration in London to affect prices. It is 
the opinion of most dealers that the stock next 
year will show a decrease in comparison with 
that of this. As the trees available for boxing 
decrease in number there will necessarily be a 
decrease in the production of turpentine and 
rosin, A tree will generally stand boxing for 
near 12 years before it is entirely exhausted. In 
this State there has beena fearful waste of tim- 
ber, but of late people have commenced to rea- 
lize the necessity of protecting the timber and 
using their trees carefully when boxing them. 

The receiptsof spirits of turpentine at Savan- 
nah up to date is 113,750 barrels, against 128,077 
barrels at the same date lastyear. Thereceipts 
of rosin is 415,310 barrels against 495,532 at the 
Same date lat year. The stook of spirits of tur- 
pentine on hand here is 4,303 barrels, last year 
at the same date it was 7,840 barrels, The stock

Methods for Detecting the Adultera- 
tion of Olive Oil. 


The publication of the following methods, 
most of which are already known, will prob- 
ably be welcomed by many of our readers, as 
they are a compilation of the reactions most 
generally used in practice. 

It it well known, that the last Italian olive 
crop was a failure. The prices are high and 
the quality is not good. The large trade which 
has recently been done in Italy in seed oils, that 
are specially adapted for the adulteration of 
olive oil, naturally giyes rise to the suspicion, 
that they are to be used for illegitimate pur- 
poses The sophistication of olive oil, has been 
carried on to such an extent in former years, 
that the Government found it necessary in 1882 
to levy a high duty on cotton seed oil, which is 
especially used for adulterating. Other secd 
oils are also used for the same purpose, and 
thelr presence is detected in following manner: 

To detect the presence of linseed oil in olive 
oil, the following method is used on the 
Riviera di Ponente: 2c.c. of nitric acid are 
mixed with 5c.c, of the oil to be tested. Into 
this mixture is placed a clean, bright copper 
wire, and the liquid is stirred with a glass rod. 
At the end of half an hour the copper wire is 
removed; the appearance of a pink tarnish, in- 
dicates the presence of linsved oil. 

The following method is used in Marseiles 
for detecting cotton seed oi]. The olive oil is 


shaken with an equal quantity of nitric acid of 


40 deg. B. If cotton seed oil is present, the 
liquid is colored more or less brown. In testing 
for sesame oil, the olive oil is mixed with an 


equal quantjty of hydrochloric acid of 23 deg. 


B., in which a little piece of cane sugar has 
previously been dissolved, The mixture is 
violently shaken and then left at rest. In the 
presence of sesame oil, the separated hydro- 


chloric acid assumes a reddish color. 


To detect colza oil, 10 gms. olive oil are 


saponified in a glass flask with an alcoholic 
solution of potassium hydrate, free from sul- 


phur, the mass being stirred with a silver 
A black coloration of the spatula in- 


The adulteration with peanut oil is detected 


as follows: The olive oil is saponified with an 
alcoholic solution of potassium hydrate. The 
soap Is separated as completely as possible and 


heated to remove the alcohol. It is then de- 


composed with hydrochloric acid. Tbe fatty 


acids which float on the surface are collected, 
On cooling, 
in the presence of peanut oil, the arachidicacid 
separates and may be recognized by its mother 
of pearl lustre. The three last mentioned pro- 
cesses were first used by de la Suchere.—Chem. 
Ztg.

Peanut Oil. 


A scientific journal having recently said that 
the manufacture of oil from peanut was des- 
tined to draw on the crop to such an extent 
that the nuts would become a scarce article of 
trade as a food nut in thenear future, a report- 
er asked a wholesale dealer in peanuts for fur- 
ther information on the subject. 

“There isn’t a pint of peanuts made into oil 
in this country that I know of, and never will 
be as long as the greasy cottonseed holds out,” 
he said. * Before they began to make cotton- 
sec d oil peanuts were used largely in manufac- 
turing an oil that was used in place of olive 
oil, and during the war a great deal of theillu- 
minating lubricating oil used in the South 
was made from peanuts, the entire crop being 
used for the purpose. The making of peanut 
oil was a very extensive industry in France for 
many years before the introduction of cotton- 
seed oil, and in those days at least fifty per 
cent of the vil imported by us as olive oil was 
either pure peanut oil or olive oil adulterated 
with peanut oil. France makes considerable 
peanut oil yet, and America is the chief buyer 
of this product, and we eat it as well as cotton- 
seed oil, when we eat oil at all, in nine-tenths 
of the restaurants and hotels, and imagine it is 
the genuine olive grease. The nut now chiefly 
used in France for oil making is the African 
ground nut, which all through tropical Africa 
is largely raised and is used, cooked or raw, as 
food, It is exported in large quantities to 
France from Guinea and Angola. It is richer 
in oil by one-third than the vear ut,and is put on 
the Marseilles market as cheaper by half than 
the American nut can be sold there. The pea- 
nut lover need have no fear for the future of 
the popular shell fruit.”

The Canadian Oil Market. 


The buoyancy of the crude market reported 
in our last issue has continued through the 
week, and prices have advanced from 78}4c to 
88i¢c in tank. The advance is largely due to 
the existence of the Oil Exchange, whose 
efforts have simplified the system of transfers, 
and whose influence has attracted outside cap- 
ital to crude oil as a safe and profitable invest- 
ment. Refined is fairly active, with quotations 
at 16 cents in car lots, For this season at an’ 





rate dealers can rest assured that there will be 
no depreciation in refined values. Forthe next 
three months the present consolidation will 
hold firmly to their profitable arrangement, 
and after that—the deluge perhaps. The sever- 
ity of the weather has forced the closing down 
of a great many wells, and thelow prices which 
have reigned so long have discouraged all 
efforts to increase the production by drill or 
torpedo. The recklessness which characterized 
the work of the drill three years ago is not 
likely to be repeated even with the advent of 
good prices. The folly of that fatal rush by 
every one who could find land enough to hold 
a well, and credit enough to put it in operation, 
will never be repeated by those who have wor- 
ried through the financial experiences s:nce; 
nor is it probable that for some time again will 
the syetem of indiscriminate credit, which 
added so largely to over-production and de- 
pression, be indulged in.—Petrolea Topic.

An Oil Field on Paper. 

The main business of the newspapers of Wy- 
oming at the present time seems to be to boom 
the oil fields now being developed in that ter- 
ritory. 

The Cheyenne Tribune contains an account 
of the trip of a citizen of Cheyenne to the new 
oil district. He said “claims are being taken 
up rapidly,” and that the Denver wells in the 
Arago basin are down to a depth of 1100 feet, 
while “the quantity of oil is constantly increas- 
ing, the gas is more abundant.” The rather 
surprising announcement is then made that 
“the indications are that oil will be encount- 
ered within 500 feet.””’ The Tribune then says: 

“Mr. Iba is enthusiastic over the indications 
inthe Powder river basin, and regards th 8 dis- 
trict as one of the best in the territory. This 
region has not been prospected as thoroughly 
as the Rattlesnake, but it is extremely prob- 
able that the oil belt extends from Carbon 
county to the Montana line. 

“Among those who accompanied Mr. Iba on 
his trip was Thomas A. Wally of Bradford, Pa. 
This gentleman is thoroughly conversant with 
the oil fields of that State. and gives it as his 
opinion that the oil out-croppings 1n this terri- 
tory are much better than those in the Key- 
stone State.” 

The Denver Zribune-Republican of a recent 
date contains an interview with George L. 
Agegers, who is interested in the Wyoming oil 
developments. Mr. Aggers is now a county 
commissioner of Denver and was formerly in 
business in the Pennsylvania oil regions. To 
the reporter who interviewed him “he gave 
the information that the oil is found in the cre- 
taceous formation, as it is in Pennsylvania. 
The borings bave demonstrated that there are 
alternate layers of slate and sand rock, with an 
increase of oil and gas in each lower stratum 
of sand. The latter part of last year active de- 
velopment work was begun by the Colorado 
and Wyoming land and oil company, to which 
Mr. Aggers belongs, and a New York company. 
His company has a well down 8001teet. The 
New York company is drilling two wells; one 
is down about 600 feet, and the other 400 feet. 
In all the wells they have some oil and plenty 
of gas, but in none of them has the third or oil 
bearing sand, been reached, Neither company 
was prepared for winter operations, and asa 
result tne work of drilling has been stopped 
untilspring. Mr. Aggers thinks present de- 
velopments demonstaate beyond a doubt that 
the oil fields of Wyoming will furnish an im- 
mense amount of lubricating and illuminating 
oil. which will supply the markets of all the 
Western States as far east as the Mississippi 
river.” Mr. Aggers is very sanguine concern- 
ing the cheapness at which oil can be produc- 
edin Wyoming, placing the figure as low as 
twenty cents per barrel, or less. He is un- 
doubtedly mistaken in this statement, as there 
is no railroad within 100 miles while there are 
other difficulties in the way. Even witha 
railroad running into the field we cannot see 
how the cost of drilling can be lessened, as the 
necessary machinery must be transported from 
a long distance, 

The coal, soda and other valuable minera 
deposits of the oil sectiun of Wyoming are eu- 
logized by Mr. Aggers, while there isan abund- 
ance of farming, grazing and timber land. The 
railroads are making preparations to enter the 
fleld.—Blizzara,

An important wildcat is being drilled at Mt. 
Nebo. a few miles out of Pittsburg. At this 
time the well has reached a depth of 1,700 feet. 
It is said that the 100 foot sand peculiar to 
Thorn Creek developments has been encount- 
ered, The well is located about three miles 
northeast of Emsworth and consequently near 
a line drawn from the old Phillips well at 
Thorn Creek. and the Gantz well at Washing- 
ton, Pa. The principal owners are Captain 
Gilliland, of Pittsburg, and the Shan- 
non Bros., of Emsworth. Salt water was 
encountered at the usual depth and cased 
off, while the flow of gas secured is 
sufficient to make a flame fifty feet in height. 
The irrepressible old resident of the valley was 
hunted up He told the oft repeated story that 
many years since oil was found floating on 
Lowrie river, and that there are still indications 
of oil to be found in the surface formations in 
that section. 


The British bark Erinna, 1,129 tons, sailed 
from New York for Antwerp on Jan. 17. She 
carried a cargo of 7,183 barrels of petroleum, 
and was commanded by Capt. Charlies D, Smith

She had two mates and a crew of twelve sea- 
men. The British steamer Wallburg from 
Baltimore arrived in Falmouth on Monday last, 
and reported that on Feb.3 she had passed the 
Erinna 1,00¢ miles from Queenstown. She was 
pitching heavily in the trough of the sea, all 
her masts and her rudder gone, and she was on 
fire. She was a complete wreck, and could not 
have remained afloat many hours. Evidently 
there was nobody on board of her. C. W. Ber- 
taux of 9 Stone street, the Erinna’s agent in 
this city, thinks that after the crew had been 
rescued the bark was set on fire to ges her out 
of the way of vessels. “If the men had been 
taken to Europe,” said the agent, “‘we should 
almost certainly have beard of them by this 
time, but if they were taken off by a sailing 
vessel coming this way we may not learn any- 
thing of them for two months yet. If they had 
to take to their boats in such weather as is now 
being experienced on the Atlantic their chances

PETROLEUM MARKET. 


TUESDAY EVENING, February 17, 1885. 


With the exception of Saturday’s upward 
shuffle the market during the week that closed 
to-night has been dull and insipid. It is the 
same old story of anxiety regarding the new 
ventures drilling, within and without the de- 
fined limits of the erratic but phenominal 
Thorn Creek pool. On Wednesday, Thursday 
and Friday the market listlessly moved in the 
rut in which it has struggled so long. 

There were occasional selling spurts both in 
New York and in the provincial exchanges, but 
as a rule the volume of business transacted 
was beggarly small. The entire trade seemed 
to wait with feverish anxiety for news from the 
Clark & Sutton wildcat on the McLaughtin 
farm. But no news that could be relied upon 
clicked over the frost laden wires. 

Saturday dawned cold and dreary. Outside the 
elements warred among themselves; inside all 
was calm and serene as a June morning. It was 
the lull that precedes the tempest. When the 
noon hour was reached the market was drag- 
ging wearily along at 6934c. The bull ring was 
deserted save by a few who “stood in” on the 
“deal.””, While the brokers were flirting with 
stocks on the other side of the room, heavy 
buying orders came swarming in from Oil City 
and Bradford. Instantly all was changed. With 
the speed of a Maud 8S the market began to race 
around the course of fractions. Before the 
dumfounded brokers could scramble back to 
the bull ring, prices had advanced fully 2 cents. 
The tide did not turn until several heavy sales 
were made at 72i4c. Atthistime huge blocks 
of oil were thrown upon the market at 
Oil City by reputed “pigeons” of the 
Standard, Down went the market peg by peg 
until it again came to an anchor at 6934c. Over 
7,000,000 .barrels of oil were, according to re- 
port, unloaded by the Standard’s Oil City 
brokers. One week previous the market un- 
derwent a similar experience. Hereafter the 
boys will keep their eyes peeled when the last 
day of the week is ushered in. 

Bearish news from the front yesterday had a 
tendency to somewhat depress values, but on 
the whole a healthy feeling pervaded the tone 
of the dealings. ‘I'o-day’s news encouraged the 
bulls. It was to the effect that the Clark & Sut- 
ton was showing for a small producer, 

Gauges of the principal Thorn Creek wells 
taken this morning were as follows: McBride 
17, Mushrush No 1 24, Mushbrush No 3 33, Fisher 
No 450, Fisher No8 39 and Lockwood 23 bar- 
rels per hour. The entire production of the 
field was 7349 barrels. 

The Murphy on Mange! is shut down on top 
ofthe sand. The Clark and Sutton which madea 
two-minute flow yesterday resumed drilling this 
morning. The general feeling is that it will 
come in a small well. It is not safe however to 
build hopes un the conflicting reports which 
the fieldmen send in. They as well as the 
owners of the well may be deceived. The Pro- 
ducers No 5 is 40 feet in the sand, with no 
change. Latest information from the Clark 
and Sutton is to the effect that one bit was run 
for two hours this afternoon. The hole filled 
up with oil, but the well did not flow when the 
tools were pulled. A second bit was run in the 
well later on. There was no visible ehange. 
The Murphy on the Mangel farm is reported in 
the boulder 30 feet above the sand. The Pro- 
ducers’ No 5 is 47 feet in the sand; the last 15 
feet was of excellent quality, but there isa 
l-rge amount of salt water in the hole which 
retards the progress of the drill. Other oil 
region notes will be found elsewhere in this 
issue. 

Dull and steady were the characteristics of 
Wednesday’s market. There was a notable 
scarcity of certificate oil, although considerable 
long oil was shaken out of the bulls by the re- 
cert advance. Where the certificates went to 
nobody knows. Perhaps the parties who got 
them salted them away in their strong boxes in 
anticipation of a further increase in prices. 
In the oil region Exchanges but little was 
done. The first sales were made at 7lc at the 
National and 7l%c at the New York. Then 
the market sagged off to 7034c, recovered to 
71543, fell off a fraction, and lingered around 
7ligc until the close, when it broke to and 
closed at 70%c. At Bradford the market closed 
at 7l}4c; at Oil City and Pittsburg the close 
was 7l44c. One year ago to-day the market 
was quoted at $10934@1 0834. Sales were as 
follows: New York, 3,450,000 bbls; National, 
6,122,000; Bradford, 3,092,000; Oil City, 3,402,000; 
Pittsburg, 1,616,000; Total for day, 17,682,000 
barrels. Carrying rates were: New York, 60@ 
65c; National, 60@65c; Bradford, 25@10c; Oil 
City, 40@50c; Pittsburg, 50c. 

The usual condition of affairs prevailed on 
all of the Exchanges Thursday. Early in the 
day the pykers and scalpers manifested a bull- 
ish tendency. Later on this sentiment was 
changed, and heavy selling on the home- 
stretch weakened the market and forced many 
of the longs to sell out their holdings. Roe 
wasa heavy buyer at the New York; Parker 
sold steadily at the National,while Stevenson and 
other private wire scalpers were strong buyers 
in New York and steady and persistent sellers

follows: New York, 3,706,000 bbls; National, 
6,106,000; Bradford, 2,408,000; Oil City, 3,160,000, 
Pittsburg, 1,686,000; total for day, 17,066,000 
barrels. Carrying rates were: New York, 60@ 
65c; National, 55@65e; Bradford, 40@45c; Oil 
City, 45c; Pittsburg, 50c. 

Friday’s market was but a repetition of pre- 
vious days. There was an almost total absence 
of strong buyers, and trading both here and in 
the oil region was light. Considerable excite- 
ment was created at noon in the National by 
the announcement that hereafter all active 
stocks would be listed. The members for the 
time deserted the oil ring and tried their lungs 
on stocks. First sales were made at 70i¢c at 
the National and 705¢c at the New York. After 
one o’clock the market broke to 6934c, and 
closed moderately steady at 70c, which was also 
the closing figure at Bradtord and Pittsburg. 
At Oil City the market closed at 69%%c. One 
year ago to-day, the market was. $1 08%@ 
10754. Sales were as follows New York, 1.652,-

Oil Region Notes. 


[Special Correspondence to Oil, Paint and Drug 
Reporter.] 
BuTLER, Pa., Feb. 16, 1885. 

The production of the Thorn Creek pool this 
morning was 7,544 barrels. 

Aside from the Clark and Sutton mystery on 
the McLaughlin farm, the important wells due 
this week are the Marshall, No. 7, 10, 13, 15, the 
Mushrush, No. 2, and the Associated Producers, 
No. 4. 

The Clark and Sutton is put down by experi- 
enced fieldmen as an edge well, with an irregu- 
lar formation of rock. The well made a four- 
barrel flow last night, but has done nothing 
since. This morning one bit was run. They 
are now running the failer to clear the hole of 
water. The Upited Pipe Line Company is lay- 
ing a line to the well. Three wooden tanks of 
250, 600 and 1,200 barrels capacity respectively, 
are being erected A large well is expected. 

The other wells mentioned are all within the 
limits of the pool, and should start off as large 
producers. 

This mornipg the McBride was pumping 2 


barrels an hour, The Mushrush, No. 1, gauged 
25, the Mushrush, No. 2, 46, the Fisher, No, 4, 54, 
and the Fisher, No. 8, 35 barrels per hour. 

The Fisher, No. 2, is through the sand. The 
hole has filled up with oil, but the well will not 
flow. 

The Associated Producers, No. 5, is 35 feet in 
hard sand. The hole has filled up with salt 
water. 

The Lockwood when 35 feet in the sand com- 
menced to flow. During the first hour she 
made 25 barrels, but later increased her output 
W per cent, 

The Mushrush No. 3 is doing 73 barrels an 
hour. 

The tools have been fished out of the Arm- 
strong No. 3, and drilling was resumed to-day. 
The well is 15 feet in the sand. 

The Armstrong No. 2, once the largest well 
in the world, now flows by fiti and starts. Sat- 
urday it started up again, and for a time flowed 
16 bbls. per hour, 

The Oakland Oil Company’s wildcat,on the 
Robb farm, two miles north of Butler, is down 
and dry. It failed to find the regular sand. 

The record of the Clark & Sutton well Is as 
follows: At a depth of 1,625 feet 20 feet of black 
sand was encountered; following this was 2 
feet of slate. The drill then penetrated white 
sand to the extent of 8 feet, making the total 
depth 1,656 feet. It now rests with the hole 
full of oil and water, making occasional flows:

Mixing Oil and Water. 

James A. O’Donovan is foreman for William 
O’Gorman, the builder, of (th street and 
Willis avenue. He sued Mrs. Margaret Lawless 
last Friday for damages for, as alleged, slander-' 
ing him to his employer. Her husband haf 
been in Mr. O’Gorman’s employ, and fault 
having been found with him, O'Donovan, as 
foreman, discharged him. Mrs. Lawless, it is 
claimed, waited on Mr. O’Gorman and told him 
that his foreman was stealing his lead, his 
brushes, paints, alcohol, etc.; that he was rob- 
bing bim continuously, and she could prove it; 
that O’Donovan in purchasing oil caused it to 
be mixed with water, every ten gallons of oil 
with one of water, and palmed off the mixture 
on Mr. O’Gorman as entire oil. 

In regard to the oil, Mr.O’Gorman said he 
bought his oil from Mr. McKeon, and the story 
brought to his ears was to the effect that his 
foreman, O'Donovan, who procured the oil, 
was in collusion with Mr. McKeon to cheat him 
by mixing the oil with water. 

“Is that possible, Mr. O'Gorman, to mix oil 
with water?” 

Mr. O'Gorman: “It ean be done. Oil, of 
course, will n»t mix with water in the ordinary 
sense; the oil will float on the top. But if a 
galion of water and ten gallons of oil be put 
into a can, the gallon of water will lie on the 
bottom out of sight, and there will appear to 
be an entire can of oil. In this way the oilana 
water may be placed or mixed so as to 
deceive.” 

Mr. McKeon said he was in the hardware bus 


iness, and was also clerk in the Tenth District - 


Court. He sold paints and oils to Mr. O’Gor- 
man. He heard he had been accused of selling 
part water and part oil. 

“What is the fact, Mr, McKeon?”

The Stock Exchange’s New Rival. 

The great success of the stock department 
onthe New York Petroleum Exchange and 
Stock Board, hus resulted in the establishment 
of a like department on the New York Mining 
Stock and National Petroleum Exchange. For 
some time past the “upper board,’’ which 
found its business in mining stocks growing 
beautifully less, has threatened to list stocks, 
in imitation of the “lower board,” and in direct 
opposition to the Stock Exchange, which, ever 
since the Mining Board was ushered into ex- 
istence, has acted as its best friend and adviser. 

When the Stock Exchange heard that its 
protegee was seriously thinking of severing 
the friendly bonds that united them, it groaned 
aloud and threatencd to expel all of its mem- 
bers who had any connection whatsoever with 
the impertinent and rebellious Mining Board. 
Committees were appointed to patch up if possi- 
ble a truce. Nobody ever heard from the 
committees. It was supposed by some that 
the project had been abandoned. Such, how- 
ever, was not the case. 

During all this time the Governing Commit- 
tee had the matter under consideration, Last 
Friday, when no one expected it, President 
Wilson of the Mining Board, caused the gong 
to be sounded, He then announced that here- 
after all securities listed on the Stock Ex- 
change would be dealt in by the Mining Board. 
The announcement was greeted with salvos of 
applause, with which were mingled sundry 
heart-rending groans. The groans came from 
meinbers of the Stock Exchange who also be- 
long to the Mining Board, and who claim that 
they joined the latter organization only on the 
positive assurance that none but unlisted 
securities were to be dealt in there. 

Deacon 8. V. White, Henry Clews, Brayton 
Ives, ex-President F. N. Lawrence, Charles A. 
Johnes and A. A. Drake,of the Stock Exchange 
are, or were, also members of the Mining 
Board. In November, 1876, the Mining Ex- 
change, in an official letter to the Stock 
Exchange, extended positive assurances that 
under no circumstances would it deal in secur- 
ities listed by the Stock Exchange, and that it 
would on this understanding open its doors to 
members of the Stock Exchange at the special 
rate of $50a seat. The Stock Exchange then 
made it lawful for its members to join the 
other Exchange and many did so, there being 
now 240 who are members of the Mining Board. 
The latter then dealt in mining stocks only. 
Since then, without objection on the part of 
the stock Exchange, it has listed miscellaneous 
or unlisted securities and Pipe Line certifi- 


cates. 

Less than three weeks ago, the Governing 
Committee of the Mining Board amen:led the 
constitution so as to admit of the 
listing of all kinds of stocks and 
bonds. Last Friday it boldly commenced 
operations by listing over 60 of the active 
stocks dealt in at the Stock Exchange. Under 
the new deal the securities are divided into 
three lots. The first—consisting of Chicago and 
Northwest, Delaware, Lackawanna and West- 
ern, Erie, Kansas and Texas, Lake Shore, New 
York Central and Hudson River Railroad, New 
Jersey Central, Northern Pacific, Northern 
Pacific preferred, Oregon Transcontinental, 
Pacific Mail, Reading, St. Paul, Texas Pacific, 
Union Pacific, Western Union, Erie seconds and 
Weat Shore firsts—will be called daily at 10.30 
A. M, and 2 P. M., and are to be cleared through 
the American Loan and Trust Co. This call 
was established yesterday. 

The second lot which will be dealt in daily at 
noon and will not be cleared consists of the fol- 
lowing: Canada Pacific, Central Pacific, Chesa- 
peake and Ohio, Chesapeake and Ohio first pre- 
ferred, Chesapeake and Ohio second preferred, 
Chicago, St. Louis and Pittsburg, Chicago, St. 
Louis and Pittsburg preferred, Chicago and 
Northwestern preferred, Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St* Paul preferred, Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy, Delaware and Hudson. Denver 
and Rio Grance, East Tennesse, Virginia and 
Georgia, East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
preferred, Houston and Texas, IlJinois Centra); 
Indiana, Bloomington and Western, Louisvilie 
and Nashville, Manhattan Consolidated, Mem- 
phis and Charleston, Michigan Central, Missouri 
Pacific, Morris and Essex, Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis, New York, Chicago and 
St. Louis preferred, New York and New Eng- 
land, Norfolk and Western preferred, Ohio 
Central, Ontario and Western, Oregon River 
and Navigation, Pullman Palace Car Company, 
Rock Island, St. Louis and San Franciseo, St. 
Louis and San Francisco preferred, St. Louis 
and San Francisco first preferred, St. Paul and 
Omaha preferred, St. Paul, Minneapolis and 
Manitoba, Wabash and Wabash preferred. 

The members began trading in stocks about 
noon, and they had bought and sold about 
20,000 shares up to 3 o'clock. Apparently fear- 

ing that their telegraph facilities might be in- 
terfered with on account of their action, the 
authorities of the Exchange procured an 
injunction to restrain the Gold and Stock and 
the Western Union Telegraph companies from 
removing the stock and grain and produce 
tickers that are now running in the Exchange. 
All dealings are to be on the basis of ten-share 
lots, No transactions can be for less than that 
number. When the deliveries are for more 
than 100 shares, delivery can be made in 100 
share lots. No regulations have as get been 
made as to commissions, and members can 
charge whatever they please for their services, 

“It is free trade in commissions,” said Presi- 
dent Wilson, to a reporter.

“We have, he continued,’’ the best 
feeling possible towards the Stock Ex- 
change. We have no desire toantag- 


onize it, but we believe that there can be 
no monopoly in stock transactionsandthat we 
are justified in dealing in active securities if we 
desire to. We believe that the experiment will 
be a success. Already the members have taken 
hold with a will. It will not be long before we 
will probably extend the hours of trading, now 
restricted to between 9 A. M. and 3 P. M. 

“How will you get your quotations?” was 
asked 

“Make them,” said Mr, Wilson. ‘*We have 
the stock tickers in our rooms, but it will not 
be long ‘before we will be strong enough to 
make our own quotations. Our contract with 
the ‘ticker’ company does not expire till May, 
1886, and I don’t see how they can be removed 
from our rooms.” 

The news soon reached the Stock Exchange 
and aspecial meeting of the Governing Com- 
mittee was at onee called. 

The committee instructed Secretary Ely to 
send circulars to every member of the Ex- 
change calling their attention to section 1 of 
Article XIX. of the by-laws, which is as fol- 
lows: 

“Any member uniting directly or by a part- 
ner with any organization where stocks, bonds, 
eto., are dealt in shall cease to be a member of 
this Exchange, This rule shall notapply tothe 
New York Mining Stock Exchange while its 
transactions are limited to the class of securi- 
ties at present dealt in at that Exchange.” 

The Secretary was also instructed to ascertain 
and report the names of all Stock Exchange 
members who belong to the Mining Board or 
whoare in partnership with memopers of that 
body. 

The action of the Mining Exchange created 
much indignation among such of its members 
who are also members of the Stock Exchange. 
They claim that its action is and amounts toa 
breach of contract. 

Mr. Henry Clews, who is a member of both 
Exchanges, said: “The Mining Board has cer- 
tainly violated an agreement so explicit that it 
seemed to me to have all of the force of a con 
tract. Each member of the Stock Exchange 
who joined the Mining Board was assured by 
the officers and members of that institution 
that securities listed on the Stock Exchange 
would not be dealt in. I am in favor of meet- 
ing this new competition with the same kind of 
tactics. Let the Stoc« Exchange open its doors 
to every kind of securities and deal in fraction- 
allots. The Stock Excbange has all of the fa- 
cilities, the wealth, and the prestige, andif the 
governors adopt a liberal policy the Exchange 
can secure all of the business. I am in favor of 
dealing in oil in the Stock Exchange. That is 
trading in options, from five days up to 60 days, 
so as to evade the excessive storage charges 
imposed by the Standard Oil Company.” 

Mr. b. O. White thought it would be well to 
enlarge the scope of the business and, like the 
London Stock Exchange, deal in everything 
that can legitimately turn an honest penny. 

Many of the stock members of the Mining 
Exchange have sold their seats for $300and $350 
each, All of them will be obliged to withdraw 
from the association. 

Last Saturday afternoon a petition was cir- 
culated in the Board room of the Stock Ex- 
change asking the Governing Committee to set 
apart that portion of the floor now used for 
loan transactions for the purposes of trading 
in fractional lots of listed stocks, oil certifi- 
cates, and miscellaneous securities. This 
proposition is made in retaliation for the action 
of the Mining Board in listing and dealing in 
securities which are on the Stock Exchange 
list. It is suggested in the petition that the 
chess room be given up entirely to the luan 
business. The document was signed by more 
than 100 members. 

Secretary Ely has sent a notice to all of the 
members of the Stock Exehange asking them 
to let him know on or before March 9 whether 
they are members or partners of members of 
the Mining Board. 

President Wilson denies the report that the 
Mining Board has violated its articles of faith 
with the Stock Exchange. “When that much 
talked of letter was written,” he said toa re- 
porter, “‘a stipulation was made that the Stock 
Exchange should not deal in mining stocks. It 
has violated its agreement and some time ago 
put on its lista number of mining stocks, in- 
cluding Robinson, Climax and Ontario.” 

Yesterday the stock department at the 
Mining Board was in full blast. A huge crowd 
surrounded the new blackboard and a lively 
interest was manifested in the new departure. 

A meeting of the member of the Stock Ex- 
change, who are also members of the Mining 
Board, was held after the Exchange closed 
yesterday. There was a great deal of wild 
talking. Some one proposed to get out an in- 
junction restraining the Mining Board from 
selling stocks, on the ground that such action 
was prohibited by the agreement under which 
they became members of the Exchange. This 
plan received a damper from Simon Sterne, 
who was present at the meeting as counsel, and 
who informed those present that such action 
would not be susiained by the courts. The 
opinion of the meeting generally seemed to be 
that they should call upon the Mining Stock 
Exchange for a pro rata division of the prop- 
erty of the concern, including the gratuity 
fund, and that if this wasdone they would let 
them go. The only action taken was to appoint 
@ committed, consisting of James D. Smith as 
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chairman, and Charles E. Quincy. 8. V. White, 
H. E Alexander and J. D. Denny, with instruc- 


| tions to find out what their legal rights were 


and report at a future meeting. The Stock Ex- 
change law does not forbid connection with 
other exchanges by means of confidential 
clerks. In the caseof the New York Petroleum 
Exchange which recently began dealing in 
stocks, many members of the Stock Exchange 
who had seats there merely transferred them to 
their cashiers, and now are doing the same 
business as before. A similar result may follow 
from the new antagonism with the Mining 
Board.

Collapse of the Producerss’ Exchange 
at Bradford, Pa. 


(Special corr.to O1L, PAINT & DRUG REPORTER. | 


BRADFORD, PA., Feb. 15,—Until last week 
Bradford indulged in the expensive luxury of 
two rival petroleum exchanges. Now it has 
only one, and is not at al) anxious for another. 
The Producers’ Exchange, which practically 
suspended operations last Monday, was built in 
the flush days of 1882, when ol] commanded as 
high es $137 per barrel. At that time every- 
body speculated. Fortunes were made in a 
day, only to be lost in the maelstrom of excite- 
ment a few days afterward. Young and pretty 
school marms who had managed to lay aside a 
hundred dollars or so, took “flyers’’ on the 
market. A fews days later they rustled around 
in silks, while diamonds glistened at their 
throats and shone at their ears. A few man- 
aged to retuin what they made, but the major- 
ity soon were content tc pnt their minds to 
teaching and let speculation severely alone, 
One young woman cleared $900 and then sensi- 
bly retired from the field. Even dressmakers, 
salesladies, clerks, bootblacks and messenger 
boys joined in the mad and giddy whirl around 
the nickel-plated bull ring. Husbands and 
merchants deserted their haunts, while wives 
and mothers neglected their household duties, 
to pay court to the fickle god of speculation. 
The membership of the Bradford Exchange 
grew so rapidiy thatit was found necessary to 
greatly cnlarge the exchange. The gallery, 
which up to this time had been free to the 
public, was closed up and the seats rented at 
prices ranging from $50 to $450 per year. 

Hundreds of eager and hungry speculators 
of both sexes, who did not have the privilege 
of the floor or gallery, packed the lobbies and 
blockaded the entrances to the exchange. 
Everybody had money and plenty of it, and the 
town boomed as it had never boomed before. 
It was at thistime that David Kirk and other 
leading spirits in the oil trade, agitated the pro- 
ject of a new exchange. The scheme swept 
through the town like a prairie fire, and three 
days after the subject was broached $50,000 was 
subscribed. In two weeks every one of the 500 
shares of stock was taken, and at once com- 
manded a premium, In December the charter 
was obtained, and in January, 1883, the new 
exchange was launched into existence, the 
place of 
which was given up by the local military 
company, which could not resist § the 
golden bait of a big rent. The membership 
was increased and the capital stock put iato 
a handsome three-story brick building with 
marble trimmings and all the latest improve- 
ments. Ere the structure, which was located 
on the Public Square, was completed, the ex- 
citement was on the wane. The town whicha 
few months previous had boasted of an income 
of $40,000 per day was feeling blue and discon- 
solate over the nipping of the big boom which 
broke off just at the time when everybody was 
short of money. People who had lived erst- 
while on the fat of the land were then obliged 
to eat, co to speak, at the second table. Toying 
with the petroleum “tiger” broke up hundreds 
of snug bank accounts and brought hunger 
and sorrow to scores of once joyous and pros- 
perous households. The army of dressmakers, 
salesladies, bootblacks, messengers, clerks, ser- 
vants, coachmen, teachers, merchants, bank- 
ers, wives and husbands, who had killed dull 
time at beautiful Lake Chaatauqua and the 
breezy seashore returned, back to their duties 
with aching hearts, broken spirits and crushed 
ambitions. 

It was on January 2, 1884, that the house- 
warming of the Producers Exchange took 
place, and a grand affair it was too. As an Ex- 
change, however, it was a failure almost from 
the start. The elegant storerooms were un- 
tenanted, and but few of the fine and airy 
offices were occupied. People who had been 
forced to economize by their heavy and con- 
stant losses could not afford to pay the exorb- 
itant rents asked. The building, although in 
the heart of the town, was isolated, and the 
tide of travel constantly passed by within ear- 
shot of its neglected doors. Rats desert a sink- 
ing ship. One by one the well-fixed members 
of the Producers’ Exchange bought member- 
ships inthe old Exchange and deserted their 
protege. The transactions, which for a time 
aggregated over one million barrels per diem, 
began to dwindle away, and at last were down 
to almost nothing. When last Saturday’s 
flurry, which swept the market from its 69 
cent anchorage to the 74 cent mark came, it 
found the few traders on the Produccrs’ Ex- 
change unable to weather the storm. One 
“lay down” for the paltry sum of $100 precipi- 
tated several failures, which caused the disso- 
lution of what was left of the once prosperous 
Exchange. 

Hon David Kirk, the President of the Ex- 


its birth being Armory Hall, | 


change, made haste to hand in his resignation, 
and at once stepped down and out. Stock 
which once was worth $100 per share is now 
freely offered at fifty cents per share, with few 
if any takers. Its fate was expected and pre- 
dicted long ago. 

The oil trade in general will never forget the 
year 1882. In April the world-famous petro- 
leum gusher known as “646,” was discovered in 
the wilds of Cherry Grove in Warren county. 
Within a few weeks hundreds of big wells were 
opened, and the production of Cherry Grove 
advanced from nothing to the enormous total 
of 38,000 barrels per day, The market which, 
in snow-bound February, hovered near the 
nincties, found itself below the fifties ere the 
June-roses bloomed. Then, indeed, the entire 
oil country was in mourning. History records 
the fact that Cherry Grove was a most short- 
lived and a most treacherous pool. The wells, 
apparently, drew their supplies from a limitless 
underground sea of petroleum. But they had 
an unpleasant way of dying off in a night. 
Wells that poured forth rivers of crude on 
Monday were silent and pulseless on the Sun- 
day following. Soon the entire field was 
covered with the wrecks of “dead” wells. A 
few were revived and rigged up as pumpers, 
but the majority were like “Grandfather's 
Clock,”’ once they stopped they could not be 
induced to go again. 

September, with its wealth of golden leaves, 
again found the market at 95cents. By this 
time Cherry Grove was on its last legs. When 
the collapse came in October the market flew 
away on the wings of a bird, and did not rest 
until it had touched $1.37 on November 6th. That 
day will always stand as a monument in the 
history of oil region developments. Hundreds 
can turn back to that day—the day which 
marked their downfall. During the year 1883 
the price averaged $1.00, being 25 cents higher 
than the average price realized during the 
booming but disastrous year of 1882. The his- 
tory of 1884, with its phenomenal Thorn Creek 
Jumbos is too well known to repeat here. It 
was only this straw that was needed to break 
the Producers Exchange back. Hereafter the 
old Bradford Exchange will stand alone in its 
somewhat diminished glory.

The Produce and Petroleum Ex- 
changes Cannot Agree. 


It seems impossible for the conference com} 
mittees, appointed by the New York Petroleum 
Exchange and Stock Board and the Produce 
Exchange, to consider the feasibility of a con- 
solidation to agree. Several joint sessions have 
been held and but little or nothing has been 
accomplished. Although the negoti ations are 
still peading they are liable to fall through or 
be broken off at any time. 

The same difficulties which first met the pro- 
posal still prove a stumbling block, though 
the conferences have been of the most friendly 
character. One objection which may appear 
trifling to some has great force with others, 
and that is the introduction of the stock busi- 
ness on the Produce Exchange. If, by some 
arrangement, a combination could be effected 
whereby oil trading might be established on the 
floor of the Produce Exchange, it is said no 
great objection would be urged by the latter 
organization. Any movement, however, which 
aims tointroduce stock transactions will meet 
with opposition. This would be based chiefly 
upon the fact that.f stock trading is to form a 
leading part of the days’ business, the name of 
the organization must necessarily be changed. 

Stocks are not produce; oil is, and to make 
the Produce Exchange father a stock board 
would, the members argue, practically amount 
to a departure from trading in those products 
which the title of the Exchange so adequate’y 
covers and implies. Again, many of the older 
members of the Produce Exchange do not 
think well of the many propositions made in 
respect to the terms of admission. “What shall 
be the price at which we shall open our doors 
and admit the Petroleum members ?”’ say they, 
and with some emphasis they declare they wil 
submit to no terms which will permita mem- 
bership worth $500 to rank and have the same 
privileges as a certificate worth over $3,000. 

The increased business, which it is urged. 
would result from such amalgation bas no 
weight with many of the Produce members, 
They believe that trading in oil can be profita- 
bly indulged in on the Produce floor under 
the rules recently drafted by a special commit- 
tee, and that those who want to step onthe 
floor for that purpose ought to pay the current 
price of a seat for the priv ilege. 

The Petroleum Exchange and Stock Board 
members have their side of the case. They say 
emphatically that they will not pay the price of 
a Produce Exchange seat. They do not feel at 
all disposed to abandon their stock dealings, 
which, they allege, have proved so profitable 
to the Exchange generally. They claim that 
their seats are worth between three and four 
hundred dollars, that they have a neat surplus 
in the treasury,a good business and excellent 
prospects, and therefore are not anxious to 
join bands with any other organization.

The week under review has been one of ex- 
treme dullness and almost nothing has been 
done. Prices are unchanged, but must be con- 
sidered nominal. Arrivals are not excessive 
but are ample for the demand, which has been 
light pending the cold and stormy weather of 
the past week. Many goods in transit to the 
west are blocked on the way by the recent 
heavy snow storms, and until the weather be- 
comes more settled a dull market may be ex- 
pected. As a matter of information which 
speaks volumes as regards the importation of 
soda ash and alkali, the exports from the west- 
ern district of England to the United States 
forthe month of January were 9164 tons, of 
which 6027 tons were shipped by BM &Co. 
The works of the Solvay Company at Syracuse, 
areagain in active operation, making their 
usual deliveries. Ntirate sodais firmer for ship- 
ments,though spot values remain unchanged. 
Acetate of lime is higher under an active ex- 
port demand. Muriate of potash is scarce on 
the spot and prices are tending upwards. Kai- 
nit is lower for shipments, but no stocks are 
available on the spot. Cream tartar is steady 
at the recent advance, Arsenic is weak and 
dull under freearrivals. The other light chem- 
icals are all meeting with the usual consump - 
tive demand at steady prices, 


Heavy Chemicals. 

Carbonated soda ash, 48 per cent of the vari- 
ous Liverpool makes is quiet at the moment. 
The low prices which have been prevailing for 
the past few weeks has not resulted in the plac- 
ing of any extra large parcels, as consumers 
are apparently not being tempted to purchase 
beyond their present wants, which they are able 
to obtain at prices ranging from 1 35@1}¥<c, as to 
brand and quantity. High test is in the same 
position as when we last wrote. The sales com- 
prise 100 tons at 139@1 35c as to quantity and 
brand, Messrs. Robert Crooks & Co,, under 
under date of Liverpool, February 5th, say; 

“Buyers have been trying the last few days to 
get in at lower figures than current quotations, 
as makers are pot disposed to take a very de- 
sponding view of the future, there has not 
been much business done. For both carbon- 
ated and caustic ash 1}¢c has been freely offer- 
ed, but price is considered too low.” 

Caustic soda ash 48 per cent, of the various 
brands, has been very quiet during the past 
week. Values, however, continue steady at 
14@1 30c, as to quantity, brand and date of 
shipment. High test is very little sought after 
at present, as the low price of BM high test 
alkali which is being used in its place to a large 
extent,consequently only small jobbing sales are 
reported at 144@1 30c, as,to quantity and make. 

Alkali 36 per cent, is meeting with the usual 
jobbing demand at 14@1c, as to quantity and 
make. There has been no change in values as 
regards 48 per cent alkali since our last report. 
The Solvay Co. are again running and making 
their usual deliveries, which were stopped by 
the recent explosion. For B M 48 per cent there 
has been a fair demand, with sales of 125 tons 
reported at 1 30@1 35c, as to quantity. High test 
B M continues to come freely to hand, the 
larger part being upon contract for consump- 
tion. For spot parcels they are asking 1 30c, 
but for a round lot for shipment 1 25c would be 
accepted. Sales are reported of 250 tons in iots 
at prices ranging from 1 30@1 35c, as to quan- 
tity and date of delivery. The other high test 
refined alkalies are very quiet at the moment, 
and nominally quoted at 1544@1 60c, as to brand 
and quantity. 

Newcastle ash 48 per cent under free arrivals 
is somewhat easier in tone since our last report, 
For invoice lots they are quoting 1 25@1 27}¢c as 
to quantity and date of shipment,while for 
jobbing orders 1 30@1 32}¢c is named. The sales 
comprise 115 tons at prices within the range, 
High test is very quiet and is hard to sell ex- 
cept where some concession i§ made, as wasthe 
cas the case of one parcel for which 120c was 
accepted ex-vessel. Stocks are ample for 
present requirements, which are light, as con- 
sumers are only purchasing to cover their im- 
mediate wants, not caring to contract for fu- 
ture delivery except at such low figures that 
are not acceptable to sellers at the moment. 
The sales comprise 125 tons at prices ranging 
from 1 25@1 30c as to brand and quantity. 

During the past week the arrivals of bleach- 
ing powder have been quite free, consequently 
values are weaker, especially for Newcastle 
makes, which are in full supply, with other 
parcels on way by staamer. Late foreign mail 
advices report the Liverpool market as being 
somewhat firmer, as several large sales had 
been made for prompt delivery which had 
releived that market of surplus stocks, the 
lowest quotations being £6 15s, while some 
makes were held at £7and over. Our market 
ls very quiet with only a light demand. Sales 
are reported of 125 casks of Newcastle makes at 
144@1 55c as to quantity and brand, at the elose 
offers of 1 45c were solicited for some makes. 
Liverpool high test brands are also lower, they 
now being obtainable at 1 60@1 67}¥¢c as to quan- 
tity and brand, at which a fair jobbing business 
is reported. 

Caustic soda 60 per cent, is meeting with the 
usual jobbing demand at prices ranging from 
295@3 10c, as to quantity and brand. High

noted. Shipments to the west have been some- 
what delayed by the recent storms, thus caus- 
ing a light stock in some quarters. The sales 
comprise 150 dms on the spot at 254@2 65c, as to 
quantity.

2 574c. in all about 275 dms; also 125 dms 74 per 
cent due by steamer, at 265c. Messrs. Robert 
Crooks & Co.of Liverpool, say: “£8 for 60 per 
cent and £9 for 70 per cent are current quota- 
tions. Inone quarter a dispusition is shown 
to accept orders at less than these figures, It 
is undoubted that two or three makers have 
considerable stock, and should the spring de- 
mand not be of large proportions there appears 
to be little chance of any early improvement, 
especially as salt cake is rather weak even at 
present low price,” 

Sal soda English under free arrivals and 
further stocks on way by steamers is weak and 
dull atthe moment even though reports say 
the foreign markets are firmer. The sales 
comprise 150 tons tc arrive at 95c and 75 tons 
from dock at 97}44@Ic as to brand and quantity. 

American sal soda is not active though a 
good consumptive demand is in progress Sales 
are reported of 125 tons at prices ranging from 
95@974c f ob less 144 per cent for cash as to 
quantity and style of package. 

Salt cake under free offerings is a shade lower. 
The demand, however, is not stimulated by 
these concessions, as nearly all the large con- 
sumers are under contract for this fire.

Acetic acid during the past tew days has been 
in better request, values continue steady, 
though some of the manufacturers are offering 
their surplus stocks quite freely at 134¢, at 
which sales of 15,000 lbs. are reported, besides 
this, there have been sales of 46,000 lbs. at prices 
ranging from 174c@2 as to make and quantity. 

Oxalic acid continues to come freely to hand 
this with, a limited demand from the mills has 
a tendency to depress values, sales are reported 
of 10 casks at 934c, and 7 casks at 10c@104% as to 
quantity and brand. 

The demand as is usual at this this season of 
the year for tartaric acid is light, only small 
jobbing orders are reporte'’. The sales com- 
prise 15 bbls. crystals at 39c@40, and 6 bbis.

2340 as to quantity, Shipments are lower with 
some holders, quoting 244c their ‘option of 
brands; others, however, are asking 254@2}éc as 
to quantity and date of shipment. Red arsenic

Blue vitriol of some makes is quiet, scarce 
and held very firm, while othersare in better 
stock and prices are somewhat weaker at 4@ 
434c, at which we note sales of 150 bbls, also 50 
bbls of high grades at 4144@45¢c. 

Notwithstanding the strong cable reports 
which continue to be received from Sicily as 
regards brimstone, our market does not re- 
spond even though the market is about bare of 
stocks for prompt delivery. The 500 tons just 
in was sold previous to arrival for consumption. 
For parcels on way they are quoting $25, while 
for shipments $25@25 50 is named for best sec- 
onds and $24 50 for thirds as to quantity and 
date of shipment. Weare indebted to Mr. Otto 
G. Mayer for the following statistics: The total 
shipments of brimstone from Sicily during 1884 
were 314,058 tons, of which quantity 91,929 were 
exported to the United States, against 96,629 
tons during 1883. 

Cream tartar has been rather quiet during the 
past week, as many of the large consumers 
placed their orders for forward delivery pre- 
vious to the advance noted in our last. Even 
at present prices manufacturers are reluctant 
to quote, being well sold up for some weeks to 
come. There have only been small sales of or- 
dinary at prices ranging from 3144@3?c, while 
for 99 per cent they are quoting #2@22\4a, as to 
quanity. Powdered is moving slowly at 32%@ 
34c, as to quantity and test. 

Nitrate soda for prompt delivery is very quiet 
only small sales are reported at 2 15@2'4c, as to 
quantity. Previous to the advance quite a 
business was done in shipments at prices rang- 
ing from 1 90@2c, now held firm at 205@210c" 
The arrivals have been about 17000 bags, all of 
which goes into consumption. Cable advices 
from Iquique under date of February llth, 
say: “At a general meeting of the nitrate 
producers, held here on the 6th instant, resolu- 
tions were unanimously adopted authorizing 
the directory to dimiuish production for the 
present, and until the stock in Europe is con- 
sumed, to 1,000,000 quintal yearly on the coast; 
also, authorizing the directory to declare the 
combination commiutjee prorogued until De- 
cember 31, 1886, and declaring that during this 
period no producer subject to the convention 
shall contribute directly or indirectiy to the 
formation of new establishments or augment 
the productive power of his machinery.” 

Saltpeter bas taken an upward turn since our 
last report, and several large sales have been 
made at prices not made public. Shipments are 
now held firm at 434c, while for spot 544@5<c is 
demanded, as to test and quantity. 

There has only been a moderate demand since 
our Jast report for either white or brown sugar 
of lead. Prices continue steady as quoted by 
the combination.

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 16, 1885. 

Trade continues about same as reported for 
the last few weeks and little or no improve- 
ment is expected in the near future. In Liver- 
pool goods there has been no improvement in 
prices and no more activity shown; boulders are 
not pushing goods and arrivals have come in 
mostiy on contracts, leaving very little to dis- 
pose of from dock. In Newcastle chemicals 
some activity is shown owing to large arrivals 
much of which was unsold when steamer came 
in. The holders of these articles seem anxious 
to dispose of nearly all from dock and are 
offering inducements to take hold and in many 
instances with success so that at present New- 
castle goods are not in abundant supply al- 
though sufficient to supply the wants of buy- 
ers. Paper makers are not taking even as 
much as last reported as mills are constantly 
closing owing to the limited demand for paper 
and low prices. 

Soda ash carbonated in Liverpool brands is 
showing little activity and prices of last repo:t 
are without change, Newcastle 48 per cent is 
in a measure being forced on the market and 
in consequence spot goods are obtainable from 
dock at 1 35@140 and sules of good sized lots 
arereported. High test is extremely dull and 
figures remain unchanged. Caustic soda 
ash 48 per cent is meeting with but little 
jobbing demand which is being supplied at 
145@1 50 spot and | 4244@1 45 to arrive. Large 
parcels are being offered at considerably less 
money, but without making any sales. Caustic 
soda 60 per cent can be had as wanted on spot 
at 2 95@3c witha fair jobbing trade; to arrive 
2 85@2 90c is asked; offers of a trifle less might 
be accepted for round lots. 170 per cent is mov- 
ing quietly on spot at 2 70@2 80, but sales are 
confined to small Orders; to arrive 2 65@2 70 is 
named as to brand and quantity. 74 and 76 per 
cent are without change in price, but we hear of 
sales of large lots to arrive. Sal soda is exceed- 
ingly weak, as much of recent arrivals came in 
unsold, and although holders are vaming noth- 
ing under lec, yet offers of 9744c and possibly 9c 
would be accepted. The low prices of spot 
goods are having such an effect on buyers that 
goods to arrive are meeting with no demand, 
thinking that the present low prices will be 
shaded to induce them to take hold.

Detection of the Coal Tar Colors. 
DR. C. O. WEBER. 


The detection of coal tar colors in fabrics, 
lakes, papers, &c., which are dyed or printed 
with the same, is very often a difficult matter. 
In many cases this is due to the fact, thut the 
material to be examined contains only a very 
small quantity of the coloring matter, which 
can never be completely removed or brought 
into solution. Furthermore. there are very 
few of the coal tar colors, that give such 
characteristic reactions, that they cuvuld be 
directly identified thereby. Of course it is very 
often unnecessary to make such a detailed ex- 
amination, as would show, whether a red, for 
example, is Ponceau Ror RR. It is generally 
sufficient to show that the dye belongs to the 
series known as “Ponceau.”’ By carefully com- 
piring the doubtful shade with dyed samples 
or lakes of the azo-dyes, the chemist will gen- 
erally be enabled to obtain all data necessary 
for preparing the shade of the sample. It is 
evident, that after the coloring matter has been 
determined the mordants or precipitants, by 
means of which the color was fixed upon 
the material, must be looked for. These con- 
sist generally of inorganic matter (salts) which 
are detected by known methods, 

The first operation, in examinations of this 
kind, is to remove tue coloring matter from 
the dyed material, i. e., to get it purein solu- 
tion. It is often possible, especially in fine 
lakes, containing large quantities of coloring 
matter, to get a sufficient quantity of the dye 
into solution by simply treating with boiling 
water. The safest way of proceeding, how- 
ever, consists in extracting the material with 
boiling alcohol. Rosaniline (fuchsine) and its 
derivatives (methyl violet, malachite green,

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&c.) are most easily removed; the phenol color- 
ing matters and sulpho acids of the rosaniline 
derivatives (acid fuchsine, acid violet, alkali 
blue, water blue, light green, &c.) are more 
dificult to remove, holding almost as fast as 
the azo dyes. If alcohol does not dissolve a 
sufficient quantity a few drops of strong am- 
monia may be added. when asufficient quantity 
will certainly be obtained in solution. It is not 
advisable to use ammonia in the first place, 
because the rosaniline derivative, which are 
very soluble in pure alcohol, are precipitated 
in the form of their bases by ammonia These 
are considerably less soluble in alcohol than 
their neutral coloring matters, and are conse- 
quently dissolved toa smaller extent than the 
latter in pure alcohol, 

i After the coloring matter has been removed 
by one method or the other, the ammonia 1s 
first expelled from the alcoholic solution by 
boiling. The pure alcoholic sojution is then 
directiy tested to determive its behavior with 
reagents. In some cases itis more advantage- 
ous to evaporate off the alcohol on a water bath, 
and take up the coloring matter in distilled 
water, and to use the aqueous solution in the 
examination. In this way it will also be ob- 
served whether the dye is soluble only in 
alcohol or water. In the former case it is 
taken up with 30 per cent. alcohol. 

It is impossible to divide the coal tar colors 
into groups according to their behavior with 
reagents, as is tne case in inorganic analysis, 
and we must therefore classify them according 
to their shades, treating successively of the 
reds and oranges, yellows and browns, greens, 
and, finally, blues and violets. 

I. Red and Orange Dyestuffs. 

A. The alcoholic solution is fluorescent: 
Safranine, Magdala red, cosine, prime rose, cy- 
anosipe, nopaline. 

B. The alcoholic solution is not fluorescent: 
fuchsine. erythrosine, rose Bengal, orange, 
ponceap, coccinine, fast red, croceiin, Biebrich 
scarlet, alizarin, purpurin, alizarin orange, yel- 
low coralline (aurin), red corallin (pzeonin). 

The fluorescence is yellowish brown: eanfra- 
nine. With dilute hydrochloric acid: bluish 
violet; with concentrated sulphuric acid: green. 

The fluorescence is bluish; Magula red. With 
dilute hydrochloric acid: no change; with con- 
centrated sulphuric acid: bluish black. 

The fluorescence is yellowish green or orange: 
eosine, prime rose, phloxine, cyanosine. With 
lead nitrate: scarlet precipitate. 

The fluorescence is moss green: nopaline. 
With lead nitrate: carmine red precipitate. 

Sanfranine (Cy, Hao N,): Still more character- 
istic than the remarkable yellowish brown fiu- 
orescence of the alcoholic solution (the aqueous 
solution is not fluorescent!) are the color 
changes, produced in the solutions of this dye- 
stuff by acids. 

Magdala red (napthalin rose Cy) Hz, No): 
This is easily distinguished from safranine by 
the color of its fiuorescence, but still more by 
its indifference toward dilute acids, as well as 
its behavior with concentrated sulphuric acid. 
Similar reactions with acids are shown by cro- 
ceine and Biebrich scarlet, but these show no 
fluorescence whatever. To distinguish be. 
tween the derivatives of fluorescein: eosine, 
prime rose, phloxine and cyanosine, their be- 
havior with potassium bydrate is determined, 
The aqueous solution is mixed with an excess 
of concentrated solution of potassium hydrate, 
and gradually heated to boiling, carefully ob- 
serving the reactions. 

Eosine (tetrabrom fluorescein Cg, Hy Brg Oy). 
Soon atter the application of heat, even exceed- 
inely dilute solutions assume a dark color, and 
at the same time, a beautiful dark green fluor- 
escence appears. If the solution, which bas 
become opaque, is diluted, it will show a pale 
rose or violet color, while the fluorescence re- 
mains very strong. 

Prime rose (alcohol eosine Cy H; Cy Hy Bry 
O,): Behaves like eosine, but the color of the 
solution is a pure blue by transmitted light. 

Cyanosine (Cas Hs, Cy Hs Clo Bry O,): Imme- 
diately assumes a dark color on heating with 
the appearance of an intense dark green 
fluorescence, It the solution is boiled for some 
time, the fluorescence gradually diminishes, 
and the liquid continually changes to a darker 
bluish violet, When sufficiently diluted it has 
an indigo blue color in transmitted light. 

Phloxine (Ugo He, Cl, Bry Os): Behaves very 
much like cyanosine, but it 18 extracted from 
the dyed material much more easily by water 
than by alcohol. 

Nopaline (safrosine, eosine scarlet) the fifth 
fluorescein derivative mentioned above, is 
easily distinguished from the other four by its 
exceedingly characteristic moss green fiuores- 
cence, in aqueous us well as in alcoholic solu- 
tion. This fluorescence is particularly intense 
when a few drops of ammonia are added to the 
solution. Concentrated solution of potassium 
hydrate has no « ffect on nopaline, even at a | 
boiling heat.—Chem. Tech. Centr. Auz.

Consumers of q zicksilver will be deeply in- 
terested in the report of a natural cinnabar 
factory in Nevada. Eugene Ricksecker, chiet 
of the Corps of United States Topographical 
Engineers, now engaged at Steamboat Springs, 
in that State, is reported to have said: “Atten- 
tion was attracted toward the hot springs at 
Steamboat by the discovery that Cinnabar was 
being slowly deposited by chemical action. 
The Government, accordingly, sent out four of 
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us to make a topographical survey of the 
locality. The survey will embrace atract three 
miles wide by four in length. The length runs 
east and west, and the wonderful springs are in 
the centre of the area. We find that cinnabar 
is being deposited, and this isthe only known 
place in the world where the interesting pro- 
cess is still going on. It is a matter of great 
scientific interest, but I cannot say much about 
it at present, as we have but recently arrived, 
and it will take some time to complete the 
work. The members of the expedition accom- 
panying me are Charles C, Baden, Robert Cum- 
mings and J. T. Erwin.”

The Balsams From Cochin, China. 


J. L. Soubeiran in the Jour. de Pharm. et de 
Chim. publishes the following note on the soft 
resins (baume de Gurjun, wood oil) of Cochin, 
China, 

The resins of Cochin-China are obtained from 
several trees of the family dipterocarpus,which 
are found in the forests of the mountainous 
regions, especially near the borders of openings 
in the forest. 

Rigal, an apothecary in the French navy, has 
recently communicated the following informa- 
tion on the winning of thege resins. 

The production of the resins is one of the 
most important of the forest industries of 
Cochin-China, where the cutting of the trees is 
not allowed without a special permit from the 
authorities. The yield of resin froma diptero- 
carpus is valued at about 20 frs. annually, and 
the tree may be productive for almost a cen- 
tury. 

The Anamites procure the resin in the follow- 
ing manner: By the aid of an ax an almost hori- 
zontal deep cut is made into the tree, and above 
this a horizontal cut, which meets the former. 
In this way a place is obtained in the trunk of 
the tree, at about the height of a man, at which 
the resin collects. When the harvest begins, 
ignited coal, or leaves saturated with resin and 
ignited, are placed in the cut. The outer layer 
of the wood is carbonized, and the sap, which 
has been made fluid by the heat, begins to flow 
out. The fire isthen extinguishe, and at the 
end of three or four days the collecting of the 
resin begins. The same cut may be exposed to 
fire eight to ten times, and very often trees are 
found which are cut four or five times at the 
same height, with resin flowing from each cut. 

The wood cutter of Cambodia bores a hole of 
about 5 cm. diameter into the tree, and uses 
this as a collecting basin ‘or the resin. 

The resin is gathered by ineans of a wick 
made of cocoanut fibre, inserted into a bamboo 
cane, more rarely by means of a wide trough, 
which conducts the resin into vessels placed at 
the fvuot of the tree. 

In some varieties of dipterocarpus the resin 
flows spontaneously as soon as the incision is 
made inthe trunk. The resin obtained in this 
way without heat is used by the Anamites in 
the preparation of varnish. 

The gathering vf resin is the principal, not to 
say only, source of income of the Anamites in 
the province of Bien Hoa. In consequence of 
the carelessness with which these people pro- 
ceed, since they even collect resins from the 
different varieties of dipterocarpus in the same 
vessel, the products obtained vary considera- 
bly. The following?distinction is made: 

1. Pale resin, which 18 principally obtained 
from “dipterocarpus turbinatus” and separates 
into two layers on standing. The upper layer 
is fluid, clear, yellowish and shows only a faint 
fluorescence. The lower layer, which is larger 
in quantity, is resinous, sticky, and of a green- 
ish grey color. 

2. Black resin, which appears to be mostly 
obtained from “ dipterocarpus alclus.’"” When 
left at rest it forms an upper viscous, sticky 
layer, which tluoresces strongly (reddish brown 
in reflected light, and greenish grey in trans- 
mitted light), and a smaller lower layer, having 
a greenish black color 

The specific gravity of these resins is not con- 
stant; itappears to vary between 0 960 and 0 966, 
The light resin always has the lowe. Censity. 

When the black or blond resin is subjected to 
distillation, an essential oil passes over, which 
is rectified by tractional distillation over cal- 
cium chloride Rigal made the following ob- 
servations: 

1, 1 litre pale resin mixed with € litres water, 
gives 290 grains of a pale yellow essential oil, 
which is lighter than water, Inthe receiver a 
white layer appears between the oil and water, 

which seems to be a hydrate of the essential 
oil, It decomposes at a moderate heat (76 dgs. 
C.) in contact with dry calcium chloride, 

The foliowing products were obtained by 
fractional distillation: At 242 dgs. C. the liquid 
began to boil, and between 258 and 262 dgs. C, 
the first portion of an essential cil was ob- 





with sulphuric acid scarlet, and with hydro- 
chloric acid bluish red. Iodine attacks the oil 
violently, but produces no explosion. 

In Cochin,wood oil is principally used‘for the 
manufacture of varnishes, and for the im- 
pregnation of wood, to proteot it against the 
white ants and wood worms. In medicine it 
has been successfully employed as a substitute 


for balsam copaiba.—Seifenfabrikant. 


Cultivation of the Coca Plant in the 
United States. 


In view of the undoubted importance and 
value of the alkaloid cocaine as a local anzs- 
thetic, it is fair to presume that the supply of 
coca from its native home, in the Eastern An- 
des of Bolivia, Peru, and Ecuador, which is es- 
timated at about thirty-five millions of pounds 
annually, will be insufficient to satisfy the de- 
mand. The by far greatest portion of this 
quantity is consumed at home, and only a com- 
paratively small portion has heretofore been 
exported. Butascoca yields never over one- 
fourth of one per cent and is said to yield some- 
times only one-sixtieth of one per cent of co- 
caine, it is easy to see that it requires a very 
large amount of crude material to produce the 
quantities of alkaloid likely to be required.’ 

If ever there was an argument in favor of 
manufacturing an article ofj this kind in its na- 
tive country, such an argument is supplied in 
the case of coca. 

Coca leaves occupy a considerable bulk, and 
are, moreover, liable to deterioration by long 
keeping, bad stowage during the sea voyage, 
ete. If an enterprising firm were to locate 
proper works in a suitable place in South 
America, as close to the main source of supply 
as possible and with easy facilities for export, 
large amounts of crude cocaine, or at least an 
extract of coca, could be manufactured on the 
spot which might be forwarded to this and oth- 
er countries for further purification. The 
great savicrg of expense in freight and the en- 
riched quality of the extract or crude alkaloid, 
owing to the fresher raw material employed, 
would no doubt far overbalance the first ex 
pense of the undertaking and the cost of ship- 
ment, together with any custom duties and the 
further cost of purification. 

Another means of obtaining the crude mate- 
rial with more facility would be to cultivate 
the coca plant in this country. Probably, how- 
ever, there will be met with the same difficulty 
as has been encountered when attempting to 
cultivate cinchona. Coca flourishes in its home 
at altitudes{ between five thousand and six 
thousand feet above the level of the sea, and is 
chiefly found in the warm valleys of the east- 
ern slopes of the Andes, where almost the only 
variation of climate is from wet to dry, where 
frost is unknown, and where it rains more or 
less every month of the year. If such a local- 
ity can be found in the United States, it will be 
of the highest importance to try the cultiva- 
tion. Should no such place be discovered in 
this country, it is highly probable that Mexico 
will offer numerous suitable localities.

Higher Prices for Pepper. 
The following article on the position of pep- 
per, is taken from the London Grocer of Feb- 
ruary Ist:— 
There are no two articles in the spice trade 
now so dearas black and white pepper, and 
without approving of speculation as the sole 
means whereby the value should be raised, we 
allude to this fact to show that in the positions 
they each stand at present, there are good rea- 
sons why the prices ruling should be compara- 
tively high. For some time past, chiefly in 
consequence of diminished imports, stocks 
have been working down into a narrow com- 
pass, and as it is between the seasons now, two 
or three months must elapse before any mate- 
rial addition to the supply on offer, by fresh 
arrivals, can possibly take piace. Even then 
the quantities on hand will require so much re- 
plenishiug that large proportions of the quan- 
tities put forward will be quickly absorbed for 
that purpose, and still turther heavy importa- 
tions would be necessary to bring the value 
downto a more moderate level than it has 
stood at for years past. With few landed par- 
cels offering, the bulk of the business done for 
several weeks running has been for January or 
“distant’”’ shipment at stiffening rates, till 
Acheen Penang has fetched 7d and Singapore 
black 774d to 8d perit. It is believed that on 
the Continent the sa’ne searcity prevails, as at 
Havre, for instance, only about 8300 bags are 
held by the importers, in contrast with 22,700 
bags at this period in 1884, and the exports 
from hence are a much needed supply drawn 
away from thisside. The same remarks apply 
to white pepper, which is alsu very scarce, and 
is likely to be much dearer before the market 
is adequately supplied. as its manufacture by 
the natives in the East is sure to be interfered 
with or delayed while black descriptions of 
pepper command advanced prices such as those 
now existing. Indeed, if it were not for the 
London made sorts of white pepper which are 
regularly produced, there would doubtless 
have been another and more considerable rise 
in value long ago, and as a sign that there has 
been no accumulation of supplies in the hands 
of sellers, we may mention that it is some 
months since anything of importance pertain- 
ing to this kind of pepper was offered for sa'e 
by public auction. All this points to a sound 
position of the article generally, and to corrob-

On the Amount of Free Fatty Acids 
in Oils. 


Archbutt gives the results of a number 
estimations of free fatty acids in oils in the 
Rep. f. Anal. Chem. In the examination of 
olive oil he found the following percentages.

These results show that olive oil may contain 
large quantities of free fatty acids, a 
fact which considerably reduces its value for 
some purposes. 

Rapeseed oil always contains a_ certain 
amount of free fatty acids, but to a much jess 
extent, and within narrower limits than olive 
oil. 448pecimens of pure refined rapeseed oil 
contained, on an average 3.0 per cent of free 
fatty acids, the maximum being 5.5 per cent., 
and the minimum 17 per cent. 

Palm oil is always rich in free fatty acids, the 
percentage varying from 11.9 to 78.9. Free pal- 
mitic acid attacks steel very easily, but the 
corrosive action does not increase in a constant 
proportion with the amount of free fatty acid.

Detection of Caramel. 
C. AMTHOR. 

10 c.c, of the liquid to be tested, (wine, liquor, 
&c.) are mixed in a cylindrical glass vessel with 
30-50 c.c. paraldebyde, and then with alcohol, 
until the liquids mix. In the presence of cara- 
mel, a brownish yellow to dark brown resinous 
precipitate will separate in less than 24 hours, 
which is washed with absolute alcohol and dis- 
solved in hot water. The filtrate is concentrat- 
ed tol c.c. and poured intoa freshly prepared 
clear hydrochloric acid solution of 2 parts 
phenylhydrazine chloride, 3 parts sodium ace- 
tate and 20 parts water. A heavy brown pre- 
cipitation immediately takes place, which 
separates as an amorphous brown precipitate 
in24hours Heating on a water bath facili- 
tates the precipitation. The precipitate 
is soluble in ammonia, and dilute sod- 
ium hydrate solution, but is completely 
separated from these solutions bp hydrochloric 
acid. Pure wines give a white precipitate with 
paraldehyde, which is not altered by hydrazine. 
Liquids containing a very small quantity of 
caramel, must be concentrated without heat- 
ing.—Ltschr. f, anal. Chem.

New Process of Tanning. 

A patent has recently been granted for a 
very simple process of tanning, which is thus 
described: For every 100 tbs, of skins dissolve 4 
Ds. bichromate of potash in about 6 or 8 times 
its quantity of boiling water; then add 2 bs. 
muriatic acid. Stir well and let stand about 
half an hour; then add this liquor to the vat 
containing water sufficient to cover the skins 
suspended in it and kept sufficiently apart to 
allow the liquor ample room to penetrate the 
skin uniformiy, and leave the skins in this 
liquor until penetration of the chrome is com- 
plete, which is discernable by cutting off a 
small part and voting in the section the depth 
of the penetration. If the skins show an even 
yellow color then they are done, In the second 
bath, for eyery 100 bs. of skins. dissélve in the 
vat containing the water in which the skins are 
to be suspended, and sufficient to cover them, 
10 bs. hyposulphite of soda; stir well until all 
is dissolved; then add 244 bs. muriatic acid. 
Stir again, and enter the skins operated on in 
first bath, and keep suspended until yellow 
color has disappeared and the skins have as- 
sumed a whitish color; then take out and 
squeeze out all surplus liquor. 1t is advisable 
to soft soap both sides of the leather and let it 
lie, or place the skins to soak several hours in a 
solution of 3 or 4 per cent soap. 

The advantages claimed for this process are: 
its adaptation to any sort of skin or hide, or 
even furs or chamois. The leather made by 
this process is said to be more tough and 
denser than that produced by the old atyle of 
tanning by tan bark, sumac or gambier. Pre- 


pared by this process the leather can be boiled 
without injury.
